New York J o u rn a ls and the D yn am iters. 
N ew Y o rk , April 20;h.—The Tribune says 
on yesterday’s disclosures in Dublin : These 
plots were formed in New York. 
The money 
was raised here, and the agenta were s lected 
and sent out to do their work of destruction, 
and they were not Iri.-h refugees, but Amer­ 
icana. These are the facts which the Uaited 
States Government will have to face. 
If 
there is no law, local, State or National, 
under which these crimes can be punished 
the time has come for its enactment. 
The 
Governments of Christendom wil} be forced 
for mutual protection to discriminate be­ 
tween political offenses and dynamite crimes 
The Stái (Kelly’s ergat) is the only other 
morning paper equally outspoken. 
It sayB : 
The men who plot the use of dynamite for 
such destruction and slaughter are enemieB 
of mankind, and to daDgerous to be suffered 
to go at large. There is uo law ia this State 
to punish such conspiracies, but there ought 
1 1 be one of the most stringent character. 
The World and two or three others seem 
disposed to discredit Lynch’s testimony, not­ 
withstanding much ot it is c irroborated in 
the interviews and local reports printed this 
morninz. 
The Star says its reporter was denied ad­ 
mission at Dr. Gallagher’s bouse last even­ 
ing. 
The house stands on Hie corner-in ter- 
sectii g the street, and at the aide, as well as 
in front, stood a number of men, which led 
to the belief that the place ia surrounded by 
a guard. 
The Sun prints the report of an enthusiastic 
meeting at Jersey City last evening under the 
auspices of the Prisoners’ Snstenation Fund 
Society, at which, among the resolutions 
adopted with enthusiasm, was one “ that this 
meeting hereby indorses the action of the ad- 
vanve party in Ireland, the Inyincibles, as 
the only sort of action that will ever win free­ 
dom for Ireland, and that we regard dynamite 
as the greatest contribution made by science 
to the massei, as it places in their bands an 
instrument against which the power of Gov­ 
ernment is power'ess,” Victory Drary, one 
of the speakers, said the basis of the evil of 
Ireland ie landlordism, and landloraism must 
go down, not only in Ireland, but the world 
over. 
The Statue o f L iberty. 
N ew Y ork, April 20th.—The Sun says : 
Work will soon be begun at Bedloe Island 
for the Bartholdi statue. 
The Executive 
Committee have issued instructions to the 
Treasurer to call in the subscriptions, which 
amount to about 800,000. Besides this there 
is over 825.000 in cash on hand. The bulk of 
the money has come in subscriptions from 
wealthy men. 
No subscription has exceeded 
82,500. Active measures are to be taken to 
popularize the subscriptions. 
Very little 
money has been collected outside.

N ew Y obk, April 20th.—The editor of 
the Italian newspaper Progrcsso, recently 
returned from California, says :

I could get all the hands they required, 
G rant an d L in coln . 
N ew Y ork, April 20th.—General Grant, 
in introducing Colfax last nigh*-, who lectured 
on Lincoln, said : 
“ Ladies and gentlemen: 
It has been assigned me to present the orator 
of the evening, who will deliver a lecture 
upon the life and public services ot our late 
martyred President, Lincoln, 
I : was not my 
good fortune to have known that eminent 
man in early days. Although we hailed from 
the same State, and were citizms of the same 
State at tbe beginning of the great Rebellion, 
yet I never met him until 1804, when I was 
called East to take command of the Army of 
the Potomac. 
I had heard very much about 
Lincoln, and all my prejudices were in his 
favor. I had heard much about bis fund of 
anecdote, and had heard many anecdotes at­ 
tributed to him which seemed to me rather 
coarse to come from such a source. 
After my 
coming to the East I saw a great deal of 
him. He seemed to love to spend his time 
with officers of the Army of the Potomac, 
and was always at my headquarters when 
possible, and 1 never heard him talk seriously 
about anything that he did not illustrate the 
strong points he wanted to make by an anec­ 
dote always appropriate, always clear, al­ 
ways such as might be repeated here or in 
any society. I t is my firm conviction that 
many of the anecdotes that are attribnted 
to Lincoln were never uttered by him. 
All 
that I ever hesrd were illustrative of the 
point he wanted to make clear, and I am told 
that this was his course at the bar as a law­ 
yer. I shall not repeat any of tbe anecdotes 
that were told to me for my instruction, but 
as I came in this evening I was handed a note 
reminding me of a circumstance that I did 
not know before, or if I did, had forgotteD, 
and which marks tbe appropriateness for the 
date fixed for hearing this lecture. 
It is very 
near, only a few days after, the anniversary 
of tne death of the great man of whose life 
and public services yon are to hear of this 
evening, and it is also the centennial anni­ 
versary of the announcement by Washington 
to his army of recognition by Great Britain 
of the independence of the Colonies. Ladles 
and gentlemen, I have now offered mote re­ 
marks than I am in the habit of makiog on 
my feet, for I talk best when sitting, and I 
will present to yon the orator of the evening, 
a gentleman who for four years was my col­ 
league as Vice-President, while I was in the 
office of President—the late Vice President 
of the United States, Schuyler Colfax.” 
[ Applause ] Several journals, noticeably tbe 
Sun, severely criticise Colfax for -lecturing 
upon so good and great a man as Lincoln.

N ew Y ork, April 20th. - I n the North 
American Rcvitic lor May, Professor Alex­ 
ander Winchell announces his belief that 
Communist doctrine) have taken a deep root 
in this country, and in the near future will 
burst forth with all their fury.

M ilw aukee, April 20th.—Kate Kane, 
Milwaukee’s only female lawyer, threw a 
gloss of water into the face of Judge Mallory, 
while in Court this morning, and was fined 
850, She claims that the Judge insulted her 
by word and action, but will not say in what 
particular. She refoBes to pay the tine. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.) 
M ilw aukee, April 20th.—Sitting beside 
the Clerk, while tbe Judge’s attention was 
directed toward the jury, Miss Kane grasped 
a gloss of water and held it poised in her 
baud until the Judge looked around, when 
with a rapid, vicious jerk, she threw the 
water squarely in his face, with this re­ 
mark : *' Take that, you dirty dog.” Judge 
Mallory, fairly sputtering with rage, or­ 
dered Kate arrested, and she was marched 
to the prisoners’ dock and fined $50 and 
costs for contempt. Then K .te broke out 
into a perfect torrent of abuse, calling the 
Judge names, telling him she would rather 
go to jail than pay the fine ; that the County 
Jail was a far more respectable place than 
the Municipal Court-room witn his Honor in 
it; that his recent election was accomplished 
through bribery and fraud, and much else, 
to which Judge Mallory simply replied: 
“ Take the creators out of this Court.” 
“ You have insulted me, you dirty dog,” 
screamed Kate. She strugged ta free herself 
from the grasp of the Deputy Sheriff, and 
fonght and struggled all tho way dawn into 
i he Clerk’s office below, and whan there was 
asked whether she wished to pay the fine. 
She replied venomously, " No ; I will rot in 
jail first.” An application was made for her 
release under a writ ot habeas corpus, but the 
Sheriff chose to exercise his privilege of with­ 
holding service until to-morrow, ro she will 
occupy a cot in the j»il to-night. The trouble 
grew ru t of the fact that the Judge ap­ 
pointed a masculine attorney to defend a bur­ 
glar after the State’s attorney informed the 
Court that Kate had ceniulced with the pris­ 
oner about the caee. 
D yn am ite by E xpress. 
M ilw aukee, April 20th.—The American 
Express agents of this city to-day discovered 
a package of dynamite, weight twenty-five 
pounds, which was shipped from Newark, 
N. J., by the Adams Express Company and 
turned over to the American Express Com­ 
pany Thursday at Chicago. 
It bears no 
mark to indicate its deadly contents, but was 
directed to the Milwaukee Cement Company. 
When delivered by the American Express 
Company’s driver, an officer in the cement 
company’s employ said it was dynamite, and 
the package was returned to the American 
Express office and laid on the sidewalk till 10 
o’clock. The cement company claim that it 
is only a lot of fuses, but experts say the 
amount was sufficient to blow the express 
train to atoms, or a whole block. The pack­ 
age is eighteen inches long, five and a half 
inches wide and eight inches deep. 


A W om an w ith In cen d iary P ro cliv ities. 
A tchison (Ks.), April 20th.—A sensation 
has been created here. A woman named 
Clara J , Wilson was taken before the Grand 
Jury of Harrison county, Mo., charged with 
arson. 
As she refused to testify she was sent 
to jail for contempt of Court. 
She escaped 
from there, and was lost eight of. To-day 
the Chief of Police here received a letter 
from the Prosecuting Attorney of Harrison 
county, in which, among other things, she 
writes: “ I have burned more than one build­ 
ing, and before Wednesday m'ght some of 
Atchison will be in ashes, like 5. A. Dale’s 
house. 
Nobody knows my name, and I will 
barn half of Atchison, and kill all I car, and 
then go to some other place and kill and burn 
more. 
I will be as mean as I can.” As sev­ 
eral attempts have bsea made daring the last 
two weeks to start incendiary fires in the 
business part of this city, this gave a clue, 
and to-day the sequel came. Dan Weeks, 
who is the lessee ot the Exposition grounds, 
came to the city on horseback, stating that 
the stalls and barns on the grounds were on 
fire, and that he had chased a woman who set 
the fire over the fields and prairies, Officers 
started to find her, which they did after a 
long chase as she sank 
exhausted in a 
ditch. She was brought to town and placed 
in jail, where she now is a raving maniac. 
The woman also fired earlier in tbe day the 
main staircase and apartmert of the Expisi- 
tion building, which was extinguished. 
She 
also fired Colonel Brown’s graBary, which, 
with the fences, was destroyed. Her people 
have been csmmuxicaied with, and are ex­ 
pected to take her home. 
E astern-bennd F reight B ed n elion . 
Chioaoo, April 19th.—The General Freight 
Agents of the easi-bound roads, at a meeting 
tc-day, in accordance with instructions from 
Commissioner Fink, adopted a new tariff on 
eigbth-class freight making a reduction of 5 
cents per hundred. Tuis class of freight cov­ 
ers grain, fl iur, tm.lt, hay, etc., bat excludes 
provirions, ia which there is no change. This 
sudden reduction i- said to be made because 
it was found sonoe -f tbe roads in the pool 
were taking this c' -as of freight »t reduced 
rates. 
A Colored C lergym an In T rouble. 
S t 
L ouis, April 20.h.—The Rev. Silas 
Smith, a colored clergman of Mexico, Mo , 
who was arrested in this city yesterday, had 
a great deal of tronble with hie congregation 
and other people at Mexico. 
Some time ago 
he caused quite a -easation by writing a let* 
ter to Governor Crittenden, complaining that 
he was hounded by the Ku-klux, who were 
trying to drive him out of town. _ The con­ 
gregation finally split on the question of dis­ 
missing him, and in the miust of tbe con­ 
fusion the caurch was burred. The charge 
against William Smith is that he incited a 
girl to barn the church. She confessed that 
she did it under inspiration ; that it wag her 
duty to do so, her pastor having advised it. 
Mexico has had an extraordinary number of 
incendiary fires within a few months, and 
this revelation o«useg intense excitement. 
Smith denies everything, and says it is a 
crazy notion of the girl. 


Tbe Coming Recruits. 
W ashington, April 20th.—About half of 
the seven hundred recruits mentioned yester­ 
day as being now en route for regiments in 
the Indian country, are destined for the De­ 
partment of the Columbia, on that part of 
the reservation occupied by Chief Moses and 
his ban'l in Washington Territory. There 
has been created much dissatisfaction among 
the band, and tbeir threatening rumors have 
reached Washington. 
Y oung G irl F o s s il D row ned. 
M ilwaukee, April 20th.—The m yste^ 
surrounding the disappearance of little Mag­ 
gie Henick was solved this morning by two 
men finding her body in the river near the 
lake. 
It is badly decomposed, bat the cloth­ 
ing is intact, and she has been fully identified. 
Maggie Henick disappeared from home last 
Sunday, and it was thought at the time that 
she had been abducted. She was a^ remark­ 
able pretty and well developed girl cf 12 
years. The case has created great excite­ 
ment. A t one time the police thought they 
had traced her to Nebraska.

I n s a n ity in C r im in a ls —The opponents 
of capital punishment in France have jnst 
been furnished with a new weapon. 
The 
last time that the guillotine was set np 
in the Piece de la Roqnette the criminal 
npon whom it was employed was a yonth 
named Menesclon, who mnrdered a little 
girl 
under circumstances of appalling 
atrocity, abont twe years since. 
His con­ 
duct was so abominable that even a Paris 
jnry could not discover any extenuating 
circumstance for 'him, although it was ad­ 
mitted that his intelligence was of the low­ 
est order. 
When, however, he was dis­ 
sected at the Ecole Pratique d'Anatomie 
certain cerebral lesions were brought to 
light, and those who wage war against the 
guillotine declared that he was not respon­ 
sible for his actions. 
This view has been 
greatly strengthened within the last few 
days by the fact that the convict’s mother 
has become a lunatic. 
It appears, more­ 
over, that her sister is also insane, and 
that her father oommitted suicide. 
These 
revelations have given a new impetus in 
France to the endless controversy respect­ 
ing mental unsoundness in relation to crim­ 
inal impnlse.

RAILROAD 
BUILDING 
IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


The following memoranda concerning the 
railroads now in process of construction 
in California, their length, and the charac­ 
ter ot the country through which they are 
beiug built.is obtained from official sources, 
and can be relied npon. 
The informa­ 
tion is of interest to all, whether in city 
or country, whether agriculturists or busi­ 
ness men. 
First comes the extensión of 
the Oregon Branch of the Central Pacific 
Railroad : (1) The road from Redding to 
Bailey’s (Lower Soda Springs), will be 60 
miles in length. 
The line runs along the 
Sacramento river, 
closely following its 
high-water mark, through a canroc coun­ 
try, compelling costly construction and 
numerous crossings. 
The1 country back 
from the river rises into broken mountains, 
covered with brnsh and of bat little value. 
Settlers are few, and engaged O D ly in min­ 
ing and stock raising. 
The minimum grade 
of this section is 70 feet per mile. 
(2) The 
road from Bailey’s to Berryvale (orSisson’s) 
will be 13 miles in length. 
The line rises 
away from the river toward the 
sum­ 
mit, requiring above Berryvale a steady 
up-grade of 116 feet per mile. 
It fol­ 
lows the east side of the Sacramento can­ 
yon. 
The country is heavily timbered, 
fir predominating, and has but few inhab­ 
itants. 
(3) The road from Berryvale to 
Black Butte Summit will be seven and 
four fifths miles. It runs over bench lands, 
timbered and comparatively smooth, with 
occasional meadows, all of which are culti­ 
vated and occnpied. 
Black Butto Summit 
is on the ridge or divide between the waters 
of the Sacramento and Klamath rivers. 
(4) The road from Black Butte Summit to 
Shasta river (near Butteville) will he eight 
and two-fifths miles in length. 
The line 
descends into the Shasta valley, through 
land of a hilly rather than a mountainous 
character. 
The conntry is well timbered, 
being covered with pine and fir. 
The dis­ 
trict ib sparsely settled. 
(5) The road from - 
Shasta river to the head of Willow creek 
will be thirty-three miles in length. 
The 
line runs through the Shasta valley, which 
is from ten to twenty miles wide. 
The 
land is mostly level, destitute of timber, 
and well adapted to stock-raising. 
Quite 
a number of settlers are located there, the 
chief industry beiug the dairy business. 
(6) Tbe road from the head of Willow 
creek to the Klamath river will be two 
miles in length. 
The road, as surveyed, 
runs through a canyon, down a grade of 
ninety feet to the mile. 
The country is 
hilly, bare of timber, and contains but few 
settlers. (7) Theroadfrom theKlam athriver 
ta Fox’s, on Cottonwood creek, will be eight 
miles in length. 
It runs over a good coun­ 
try, which is well settled, the principal 
business being farming and stock-raising. 
The district is bare of timber. 
The road 
from Fox’s to the State line will be seven 
and one fifth miles in length. 
The survey 
here passes np Cottonwood canyon, on a 
grade of 116 feet to the mile. 
There is 
some timber on the land, principally pine 
and fir. 
In the district there are a few val­ 
leys and hills, suitable for pastnrage. 
The 
total mileage of this Oregon branch of the 
Central Pacific Railroad will be one hun­ 
dred and thirty-nine and two-tifths miles. 
N ext comes the San Joaqnin Valley and 
Yosemite Railroad : 
The road from Be- 
renda to the end of the survey at Perry’s 
Ranch, will be twenty-five and seven- 
tenth miles in length. For the first thirteen 
miles the road runs over rolling plains ; ' 
the remainder is through a broken foot-hill 
conntry. 
Next is the Winters and Ukiah 
Railroad : From Vacaville (four miles from 
Elmira, on the California Pacific Railroad), 
the survey was commenced toward Clear 
Lake, distant, at the town of Lakeport, 
seventy miles. 
The survey has been com­ 
pleted forty-two miles. 
I t rans through 
a mountainous country, although there 
are numerous small valleys suitable for 
grazing or cultivation. 
Next comes the 
Northern Division of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad. 
From San Francisco to Soledad 
the distance is one hundred and forty-three 
miles. 
From Soledad to the junction with 
the main line in Tulare valley the road will 
be one hundred and sixty-one and seven- 
tenths miles in length. 
From the junction 
on the main line to San Francisco, via Sol­ 
edad, the distance is three hundred and 
four and six-tenths miles—via Martinez 
two hundred and ninety-nine and four- 
tenths miles. 
The proposed road from 
Soledad to the junction with the ma.i< 
line in Tulare valley will run southerly im 
about sixty-four miles up the valley of tbe 
Salinas river. 
This valley contains some 
good agricultural land, with high hills on 
each side, affording pastnrage. 
The line 
then turns eastward up the valley of the 
Estrella and San Juan creeks, crossing the 
coast range of mountains at an elevation of 
over seventeen hundred feet, into the Tu­ 
lare valley, across which it will run east­ 
erly for about forty-seven miles to the 
junction with the main line. 
South of 
Tulare lake the country is low and swampy 
for a considerable distance, caused by the 
overflow of Kern river and Tulare lake. 
The agricultural land in the Salinus valley 
will require irrigation. 
When irrigated, 
as is the case with much other land in Cal­ 
ifornia, it becomes extremely productive.

The Australia, which has arrived at San

The resignation of 
the Portfolio of 
W orks by Mr. Copeland, of the New 
Sonth Wales Ministry, is now officially 
announced. 
The W aitenga Hotel and stables, in 
W airarapa, New Zealand, have been de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
The death is announced ef Captain Fred­ 
erick Charles Standish, aged 50. Deceased 
was formerly Chief Commissioner of Police 
at Victoria. 
A dispatch from Alexandria, New Zea­ 
land, dated March 26tb, has tbe following 
with reference to the last Maori outbreak : 
This morniDg, the obstructionists, number­ 
ing about forty, rode on horseback into 
Alexandria, Mahuki leading 
the 
way, 
shouting like a lunatic, and calling upon 
his God to save him and destroy the 
Europeans. 
Coming np the road leading 
from the W hatiwhatihoe bridge into the 
township, they encountered Mr. Anbin, 
the well-known storekeeper. 
They im­ 
mediately seized and bonnd him, and 
pitched him into the fern like a pig. 
An­ 
other 
European, seeing their a[dvanee, 
“ made 
tracks,” and got safely away. 
Directly afterwards they were met by the 
European cavalry, who made very short 
work of them, the whole party being 
qnickly apprehended and lodged in the 
redonbt, to await the coarse of justice. 
An extensive fire has occurred at Crispe k 
Swinbonrne’s timber 
store, situate 
in 
Banrke street, at Melbourne. 
The large 
stock of timber was completely destroyed. 
Mete Kingi Paetakei, • loyal Chief of 
Wanganni, has waited npon .Sir William 
Jervois, the new Governor, at Wellington, 
and after formally welcoming him to the 
Colony, invited him to attend a large 
native gathering to be held at Wanganni 
in the first week in April.

A t the Ohio W ool-Growers’ Convention, 
held a t Columbus a few days since, all 
parts of the State were represented by del­ 
egates from local associations of w ool-pro­ 
ducers, and th e recently passed tariff bill 
and its effects upon interests of sheep o w b - 
ers was the principal topic considered. 
This m et w ith very w arm attention, and 
the action taken indicates th e complica­ 
tions and inharmonies for political parties 
wMch are in store for the fature upon this 
question. 


The Secretary of the Convention read 
the report of the com m ittee in Congress in 
reference to the tariff bill. 
I t was a 
lengthy document, says a dispatch, and 
“ showed plainly the injustice to the wool- 
growers respecting raw wools, by reduc­ 
tion thereon, wMle there was a general in­ 
crease upon m anufactured woolens.” 
The following pream ble and resolutions 
were adopted by the Convention : 
The wool-growers of Ohio hereby ex­ 
press their indignation a t the injustice done 
to the producers of wool and th e business 
of sheep husbandry by the recent action of 
Congress in reducing the d u ty on wools, 
and th e way in which it was done is con­ 
dem ned by this Association. 
These facts 
and others leading to the same conclusions 
demand of wool-growers and others con­ 
nected w ith agricultural pursuits the most 
serious consideration aud lead us to th e ex­ 
pression of the following sentim ents : 
F irst—T h at it is our duty to commence 
a t once and pursue unrem ittingly an effort 
to remove the injustice done to our in ter­ 
ests by dem anding a restoration of the 
tariff on wools, as established by the law 
of 1886. 
Second—To assist in accomplishing the 
aforesaid endB we m ust take m easures to 
unite and consolidate the efforts of all tbe 
wool-growers of th e U nited States who 
agree w ith us, because the combined action 
of the m anufacturers and tbeir great w ealth 
gives them th e means of employing a lobby 
to represent them before Congress, which 
has heretofore placed th e wool-growers en­ 
tirely in their power, and because it is dif 
ficult, owing to their separation and dis­ 
tance from each other, to secure joint and 
concurrent action among wool-growers, or 
to sustain a lobby to represent them be­ 
fore com m ittees or in tbe halls of legisla­ 
tion. 
Resolied, That the duty and the right of repre­ 
sentation both justily and require such a tion 
among wool-growers as will promote and increase 
their P ttuence in the halls of legislation, and save 
them hereafter from the hum iliation of jibes and 
sneers when legislators are asked to provide for 
their interests, and this object will be beat eecurtd 
by making it generally understood th at there are 
more than 600,000 wo>l-gr-wers, who are qualified 
voters in the United States, and th at hereafter they 
will support those only who recognize the right of 
wool-growers to reasonable and ju st legislative pro­ 
tection. 
Resolved, That a committee of nine be appointed, 
charged with the duty of corresponding witn exist­ 
ing látate wool-growera’ organizations, and such 
persons in other States as they deem best, in refer 
ence to the organization of a United States Wool- 
Growers’ Association, and th at said committee have 
full power to do whatever they deem advisable and 
neces-ary in order to complete the initiatory and 
preliminary steps necessaiy for the organization of 
such association.

Law ­ 
rence, who are leading parties in interest in 
th a t State. 
WATER FOR SHEEP. 
How m any farm ers totally neglect pro 
viding w ater for their flocks, says the Lon­ 
don Farm anil Home, except in very hot 
summers, when grass and everything be 
sides is bu rn t up ? 
B ut there can scarcely 
be a doubt th a t pure, fresh w ater onght to 
be alw ays w ithin access of a flock of sheep, 
w hether th ey are thought to w ant it or 
not. 
The m ost experienced and observant 
of shepherds can not alw ays tell when this 
onght to be furnished, for some anim als 
m ay be in a condition to require it and 
others not. 
The only safe rule to follow, 
therefore, is never to allow the deprivation 
to be experienced by providing w ater, so as 
to be w ithin ready access a t all times. 
T his is w hat R obert Russell, tbe successful 
breeder of Bheep in K ent, does. 
One inva­ 
riable rule which he follows, both in sum 
m er and w inter, being never to allow any 
anim al on his farm to go a single day 
throughout the year w ithout having ready 
access to tw o things—pure fresh w ater and 
salt. 
A gentlem an w riting upon the same 
subject says : L ast w inter I paid particular 
attention to th e am ount drank by three 
bucks which were stabled together, aud 
were more easily w atered w ith a pail than 
to tu rn them out, and I found th a t their 
daily 
average was a pailful, 
contain 
ing fonrteen quarts, or fully as much for 
three sheep as for one horse. 


FINE TOMATOES. 
The Acme is one of th e finest tomatoes, 
b u t not th e earliest. 
M r. W ilder says th a t 
the Paragon is as good as the Acme.

World, discussing the beBt m ethods of 
growing potatoes, says : I have grown po 
tatoes under straw for a num ber of years 
w ith success, both in dry and w et seasons. 
I m annre the ground well before plowing, 
drain well, m ark out shallow, cover pota­ 
toes three inches deep w ith earth, and 
cover the same day w ith straw to the depth 
of five or six inches after it settles. I have 
had no tronble w ith weeds, aud they are 
easily gathered. 
N ever disturb them until 
gathering tim e. 


John N . Dixon, who has near Oskaloosa 
one of the greatest fruit farm s in Iowa, 
tells th e New Sharon S ta r th a t he fears th a t 
10,000 apple trees in his immense orchard, 
all bu t Ms willow twigs, are dead. 
This, 
he says, was occasioned by the warm, w et 
spell laat fall, which started the sap in Oc 
tober, and which waa frozen betw een the 
wood and bark early in December. 
Mr. 
Dixon aays he has visited several cf tb e best 
orchards in the State and fonnd them in the 
same deplorable condition. 
A farm er in Orleans connty, N. Y ., says 
he haa fonnd, by repeated experim ents, 
th a t an acre of th e H ubbard squashes will 
fatten more hogs than the corn which can 
be raised from the same groond will do. 
H e says he has b o trouble in keeping his 
■quashes through th e w inter. 
H e plante 
tw enty feet apart each way, and the crop re­ 
quires b a t little cultivation. 
H is m anner 
of feeding is to crack the squashes and pass 
them through a cu tter ; the seeds he saves 
and sells to seed-dealere. 
I t is b etter to have all th e ground in an 
orchard occupied w ith vegetables th a t can 
be eaten than to allow any p art of it to 
grow np w ith weeds. 
Edible plants do not 
injure the soil anym ore than w eedsdo.and if 
the first are not planted the last will be 
sure to grow unless the hoe is frequently 
u s e d .— [Cincinnati Times.

THE SEAL PE&SON ELIZA OF ÜHCLB 
TOM’S CABIN. 


Interesting Account oí tbe Times and 
Ways Slaves were Helped Out of 
Slavery Into Freedom. 


The following interesting sb well as his­ 
torical letter, written from Ripley, Ohio, 
a town on the Ohio river, adjoining Ken­ 
tucky, and published in the Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial Gazette, will vividly call to mind 
the exciting anti-slavery times of long 
years ago, and to both the reader, who was 
a cotemporary of the events recited, and 
those who are younger and only read of 
them in books and history, will be alike re­ 
paid for its perusal. The writer says : 
Many of your readers, and especially the 
youths of the present generation, have often 
seen chance illusions in print of the “ I. n- 
derground Railway,” that mysterious route 
over which thousands of fugitive blacks in 
the old slave days were spirited to the free 
soil o! Canada ; but very few of them have 
ever read a true description of its workings, 
and thinking a few incidents in this con­ 
nection from a place that was the recog­ 
nized Southern terminus, or rather the 
headquarters of this great organization, 
would prove of interest, a number of the 
leading participants therein were inter­ 
viewed. Among the prominent early lead­ 
ers of the anti-slavery cause in Brown 
connty were Rev. John Rankin and Dr. 
Alexander Campbell, of Ripley ; Rev. Jas. 
Gilliland, of Red Oak ; Rev. Jesse Lock­ 
hart, of Russellville ; Dr. Bearce, of De­ 
catur ; Dr. Issac M. Beck and Rev. Robert 
B. Dobbins, of Sardinia; Rev. John B. 
Mahan and John Moore, of Washington 
township. KARI.T ORGANIZATIONS. 
As early as 1825 there were numerous 
C iloniz ition Societies throughout the State 
for the amelioration of the slaves who had 
escaped and the free blacks, but the Aboli­ 
tion Society proper was not organized in 
O.uio until 18.‘14 under a recogniz-d consti­ 
tution. This Bociety was formed for the 
purpose of rendering aid to the blacks in 
their new homes, and with its inception 
came the gr< at underground railway scheme 
that shortly became famous for the humane 
work it accomplished, and a wonder and 
terror to the slave-holders over the border, 
many of whom imagined there was some­ 
thing *r uncanny” in the manner in which 
their human property was spirited away. 
Tne frequency of these disappearances, 
howevtr, created the most bitter animosity 
against the managers of the underground 
route, and as the slave-holders became bet­ 
ter acquainted with its mode of operation, 
they were outBpoken in their hostilities. 
At an anti-slavery meeting of the citizens 
of Sardinia and vicinity, held on November 
21, 1838, proclamations were read wherein 
rewards ot from $500 to 32,500 were offered 
for the abduction and assassination of Rev. 
John Riukin, Dr. Campbell, Rev. John 
Mahan and others, who were prominent in 
the movement. 
THE UNDERGROUND STATIONS 
Were at first from eight to fifteen mileB 
apart, but as the movement became wide­ 
spread the distance between stations be­ 
came less and leas, and in the latter years 
of its existence the average distance was 
only two miles. The regular route through 
this couuty traveled by escaping slaves was 
from Ripley, through the neighborhoods of 
Red Oak and Russellville to Sardinia, 
thence to the Quaker settlements in Clin­ 
ton county. The first through passenger, 
of which any record was kept, was a finely 
formed, athletic black named John, the 
property of Win. Greathouse, an extensive 
slave-holder, living near Washington, Ma­ 
son countv, Ky. He made his escape in 
June, 1835, his objective point being the 
house of Rev. John Rankin, who lived on 
the hill just back of town. Owing to the 
darkness of the night, he diverged some 
distance to the west, striking the farm of 
Franklin Dragoo, an adherent to the cause. 
He was directed aright, reaching the Ran­ 
kin place near daylight, and it being a mat­ 
ter of great- risk to proceed farther, he was 
secreted in a wheat-field until nightfall. 
That night he was taken to the house of 
Rev. John Mahan, near -Sardinia, an itiner­ 
ant M -,hcdist Episcopal preacher of local 
celebrity. Mahan was indiscreet enough 
to set ti.e black man hoeing in his garden 
the next -lay, and this coming to the ears 
of the p?rty who were scouring the coun­ 
try in “ arch of the slave, they came di­ 
rect to Sardinia to recover their property. 
Mahan had been warned in-time of their 
comine, and he advised the black man to 
seek safer quarters. Mahan was kidnaped 
by the pursuing party and taken to W ash­ 
ington, Mason county, Ky., where he was 
indicted upon the charge of 
AIDING AND ABETTING A SLAVE TO ESCAPE 
From the State. He was bailed out by a 
personal friend, but a short time after the 
Governor of Kentucky forwarded a requi­ 
sition to the Governor of Ohio for his de­ 
livery to the authorities of Mason county, 
and on September G, 183S, Governor 1 ance, 
of Ohio, issued a warrant to that effect; 
His friends accompanied him to George­ 
town for the purpose of securing his re­ 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus, but it was 
disregarded by the Sheriff of Mason coun­ 
ty, who was then on his way to Kentucky 
with Mahan. Through some technicality 
of law his trial did not come off for four­ 
teen months after his imprisonment. Tne 
case was tried before Jndge Walton Reid, 
and he was acquitted of the charge, the 
Judge ruling that the Court had no juris­ 
diction in the case, as the prisoner was a 
non-resident of the State, and had not been 
in Kentucky until brought there by legal 
process. Mahan’s case directed attention 
to the unjust extradition laws of Ohio as 
they theu existed, and that they needed 
r.-vision for tho protection of the personal 
liberty of its citizens. Governor Vance re­ 
ferred to it in his annual meseage to the 
Legislature iu a manner that caused con­ 
siderable criticism, his course being com­ 
mented upon and severely censured ny the 
press and many citizens of the State. A 
tull report of the case was published at the 
time in the Philanthropist, the organ of the 
Ohio aoti-Slav-ry Society, published by 
Gamaliel Bailey, Jr., at Cincinnati, and 
the editor was outspoken in denunciation 
of Governor Vance. Tue year following 
Mahan's release from the Kentucky prison, 
he and Joseph and Amor Pettijohn, were 
tried at Georgetown, Onio, on an indict­ 
ment for riot in rescning a negro from the 
hands of the Sheriff of Brown county. Hon. 
Thomas L. Hamer appeared for the prose­ 
cution. Mason and Joseph Pettijohn were 
fonnd guilty and each sentenced to pay a 
line of §50 and be confined in the county 
jail for ten days. The case was appealed 
to the Supreme Court, and sentence was 
suspended until the decision of the higher 
tribunal. One year after, Mahan was li­ 
censed to preach in the Presbyterian 
church, emigrated to Illinois and died a 
few years later. 
ESC ARK OF ELEVEN SLAVES. 
One of the most interesting incidents of 
the underground railway happened in 1841. 
In the fall of that year eleven slaves be­ 
longing to Schultz and Pierce, of Mays- 
ville, ran away. They were brought across 
the river by Peter Dent, who was the hus­ 
band of one of the women. The masters 
oi the runaway slaves being very wealthy, 
a reward of §2,200 was offered for their 
apprehension and return ; and, in addition 
to this, a force of men were employed to 
hunt them down. The various underground 
stations were so closely watched in this vi 
cinity by the pursuing party that it re­ 
quired rare tact and judgment to run the 
slaves through. They were quietly taken 
over fields and through woods, often in the 
midst of a driving rain, and when the pur­ 
suit became warm they were stealthily 
slipped back to a wayside station until the 
pursuers had left that region. At one time 
when the pursuers were warm on the trail, 
James Hei.ry, Sr., a man with whom the 
pursuing party had made their headquar­ 
ters, came over to a station were the fugi­ 
tives were and offered to hide them on his 


premises, stating that the hunters would 
not snspect him of secreting them as they 
considered him nentral. His offer was ac­ 
cepted, bnt the party met with serious diffi­ 
culties on the way, going throngb an almost 
impassable swamp, and it was near day­ 
break when they reached the residence of 
Henry. The fugitives were secreted in a 
large room np stairs. That day two of the 
slave-hunters took dinner there, not sus­ 
pecting for a moment that the game they 
were seeking was so Dear at hand. That 
night the slaves were again on the road, pi­ 
loted by R. C. Ranking and other trusty 
men. The danger was so great that ad­ 
vanced videttes as well as a rear guard 
were thrown out. They pushed en through 
a fierce northwester, and reached another 
station abont midnight, bat the hayiDg of 
the bounds was so distinct that they were 
afraid to tarry. The pursuit was abandoned 
some twenty miles further north, however, 
the slave-hnnters concluding they were on 
the wrong trail. The party reached High­ 
land connty the next day. bnt the weather 
became so unfavorable that they remained 
there until spring. They went to Fayette 
connty in the summer and made Bloom- 
burg tbeir permanent home. 
ELIZA OF “ UNCLE TOM'S CABIN.” 
The oountless thousands who have been 
fascinated by the thrilling descriptive 
scenes and touching pathos of “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin," have no donbt a natural ca­ 
riosity as iq the exact point where the 
scenes of that remarkable work were lo­ 
cated. The escapa of the woman Eliza is a 
particularly thrilling pen-picture, and is 
made a leading feature in the latter-day 
dramatization of the work. Mrs. Stowe’s 
statement is just a trille colored, especially 
in the part where Eliza is represented as 
leaping from cake to cake of ice. The real 
facts as given to me by one who is entirely 
conversant with the affair, is as follows: 
At the time of Eliza’s escape the river was 
frozen over, and a heavy snow-fall covered 
the ice. The weather becoming milder the 
snow began to melt, and people had ceased 
crossing on the ice, not deeming it safe. 
Etizi struck the river at Rocky Point, just 
above R'pley, and started across, the ice 
then being entirely covered with about bíx 
inches of water. The nc-xt morning the 
ice had entirely disaappeared, and her pur­ 
suers, reaching the river a few hours after 
she had succeeded in crossing and noticing 
her tracks in the snow to the water’s edge, 
supposed that she had deliberately drowned 
herself. 
While the hunters were being 
ferried over the river John Crosby, the 
ferryman, related the circumstance of 
tracks in the snow on the Ohio side, and of 
his finding a red flannel skirt dropped 
iron. the child which the woman bore in 
her arms, and which was recognized by the 
owner of the woman as one the child bad 
worn. These statements were gleaned by 
Mrs. Stowe and made a part of her famous 
romance, while herself and her husband, 
Rev. Calvin E , were the guests of Rev. 
John Rankin, during a meeting of the 
Presbyterian Synod at this place. ‘ 
TO.-.I HARRIS, THE ORIGINAL “ UNCLE TOM’’ 
Of the work, was also a through passenger 
on the underground route. After he ¿ad 
been in Canada two years he returned to 
Ripley, crossed into Kentucky, and as­ 
sisted his brother to escape. They were 
so near white that they traveled in day­ 
light, without arousing suspicion of having 
African blood in tbeir veins. Singular as 
it may seem, as the years passed on Tom 
Harris became darker, and when he lect­ 
ured in this place some two years ago, our 
informant states that he would not have rec­ 
ognized him, but that he related various in­ 
cidents of the old slave days and of his first 
escape from bondage, that proved him to 
be the original beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 
In the rammer of 1847 a free black 
named Perry, whose wife was a slave be­ 
longing to a Presbyterian minister named 
Forsy the, living near Cyutbiana, HarrisoD 
county, Ky., went over to assist her to es 
cape. They succeeded in getting away on 
a dark and stormy Saturday night. For­ 
sythe having an engagement to preach the 
next day, sent other men in pursuit of 
them. They followed the trail so hotly 
that they came up with the slaves just a9 
they were pushing the ekiff from the Ken- 
tacky shore. One of the most daring of 
the pnrsuers jumped and caught the bow 
of the boat to pull it ashore, but Perry 
fired at him with his pistol, and he dropped 
dangerously wounded. This temporary re­ 
spite enabled them to get away, but one of 
the party in the skiff received a slight 
wound from a shot tired by the pursuers. 
The slave-hunters, in their frequent 
INVASIONS INTO OniO AFTER FUGITIVE 
BLACKS, 
Avoided going to the house of Rev. John 
Rankin, one of the most rampant Aboli­ 
tionists,in theday time, but always prowled 
about after nightfall. The reverend gen­ 
tleman had Dine grown sons, and it was not a 
particularly inviting place to invade. The 
place was visited only once in daytime. 
On a bright morning in the spring of 1840, 
four men, Washington Ward, A. Shrofe, 
Dick Smith and one named Reynolds, from 
the vicinity of Dover, Ky., and accom­ 
panied by Chancy Shaw, of Ripley, sur­ 
rounded the house. Amos Shrofe came to 
the rear door and inquired of Mrs. Rankin 
the way to an underground station some 
little distance northwest. On receiving the 
necessary direction he seemed in no hurry 
to leave, and finally said : 
“ Madam, to be plain with yon, I don't 
want to go to that place ; there was a store 
broken open in Dover last night, and a lot 
of goods stolen, and we have tracked the 
party into your yard. We want, and must 
have, the privilege of looking through your 
honse.” 
Mrs. Rankin informed him that they did 
not harbor thieves or secrete stolen proper­ 
ty ; that they were perfectly welcome to 
search the premises. 
Snrofe started to come in, when Samuel 
Rankin, a boy of seventeen, who was the 
only male person at home, reached over the 
door for the rifle, cocked and pointed the 
weapon at Shrofe, ordering him at tne same 
time to 
HALT OR HE WAS A DEAD MAN. 
This command he promptly obeyed. A 
younger daughter of Mrs. Rankin started 
for town to give the alarm, but meeting her 
brothers, David and Calvin, on their re­ 
turn from assisting the fugitive away, she 
related the occurrence and sped on her way 
to town, while the yonog men hurried to 
the house. The news spread like wild-fire 
in the town below that there was a party 
of slave-hunters assaulting the Abolition 
fortress on the hill, and it was not many 
minutes until excited gangs of men were 
swarming up the hillside who were ready 
to annihilate the slave-hunters if they per- 
siated in their endeavors. The slave-hunt- 
ers seeing the odds against them thought 
discretion the better part of valor, and go­ 
ing to Ripley they sought the office of Chas. 
F. Campbell, a Justice of the Peace, for 
legal redress, but he informed Mr. Rey­ 
nolds, the owner of the slave, that there 
was no law in Ohio recognizing property in 
man. The party returned to me Rankin 
house, and were told they could select a 
man and Mrs. Rankin another, as a com­ 
mittee to search the house. This was agreed 
to, but the ones appointed reported that 
there was no colored man concealed therein. 
Reynolds grew indignant at this answer, 
and threatened to search the house himself. 
He started lor the door, but was promptly 
seized by two men, conducted to the fence 
and ordered to make himself scarce. The 
remainder of the party were politely told 
that they had been there long enough, and 
they stood not upon the order of their go­ 
ing, bnt went at once. 
FOUNTAIN HEAD OF ABOLITIONISM. 
Of late years considerable discussion 
through the columns of the religions and 
secular press has taken place, as to whether 
this great movement had its origin aud be­ 
ing in or out of the Church. From the 
written records kept and information 
gleaned from various ones who actively par­ 
ticipated therein, it is safe to say that the 
anti slavery cause originated in the Church, 
hundreds of ministers being prominently 
identified therewith, and the final success 
of the great movement is attributable to 


and shelter the homeless. Singular aa it 
may seem, nearly all the active participants 
in the anti-slavery cause were members of 
the Presbyterian chnrch. In fact, with but 
two exceptions, every one concerned in the 
movement in Brown, Adams, Highlands 
Clinton and Fayette counties were member, 
of that church. The nauiea are at hand, 
bnt this article now occupies more space 
than at first intended, and we forbear giv­ 
ing them. The Quakers in the vicinity of 
Martinsville, Clinton county, were also in­ 
strumental in aiding many fugitive slaves 
to escspe. From the records kept of the 
underground route, from its beginning up 
to 1S45, no lesa than 8 000 fugitive blacks 
passed through #his place, and fonod a 
haven of refuge in the lake region of the 
North.

SClhN riFIC GOSSIP, 
In Cincinnati, says the Electrician, the 
telephone has achieved a wide degree of 
usefulness, 130 villages having been brought 
within speaking distance of the city. 
To prevent boiler incrustation, Dr. Ban- 
det makes a mixture of 15 pints sodium 
thiomlphate, 10. pints of rain water and 10 
pints of glycerol, which he addB to the 
water. 
A Pennsylvania Court has decided that 
the transfer of credits and debts by tele­ 
phone is as valid as that by word of mouth, 
in which there is no actual evidence in 
writing of the transaction. 
The Journal Telgeraphique du Bureau 
Central de Berne, summarizing the princi­ 
pal lacunae in the universal system of tele­ 
graphy, notes as one the construction of a 
line to Iceland, for recording the principal 
atmospherical events observed in the polar 
regions. 
A scheme is proposed for introducing 
electric lightning into the canton of Vaud. 
The motive force would be derived from 
turbines of 5,000 horse power at Vallorbes, 
and tho water supply being constant and 
abundant, it is believed that gas, which is 
very costly in Switzerland, may be entirely 
dispensed with throughout the district. 
The Quincy Market Cold Storage Com­ 
pany, of Boston, are said to have the 
largest refrigerating building in the world. 
It is of stone aud brick, 100 by 80 feet in 
Bize, and 70 in hight. The capacity is 
800.000 cubic feet, the cost $200,000, and 
the ice chamber holds 000,000 tons of ice. 
It will be used for storing dressed beef and 
mutton. Tne Cbicago refrigerating cars 
unload at the door. 
An enormous aerolite fell on February 
10th, a little before 3 P. m , in a plowed 
field near Alfianello. between Cremona and 
Brescia, sicking more than one meter in 
the gronnd, and producing a rumbling 
noise, heard twenty kilometers off and a 
reeling of the nearest houses as by an 
earthquake. Unhappily, almost immedi­ 
ately after it fell the country people de­ 
molished the aerolite and removed the 
larger fragments. 
Syrup of tolu, when prepared by heating 
the balsam with water for four hours in the 
water-hath, is perfectly odorless at first, but 
after a time acquires a benzine-like odor, 
which Piof. Malenfant, in the Journal of 
Pharmacy, showB by experiment is due to 
the decomposition of the ethereal cinna- 
matc-B preseat, these yielding first cifina- 
mic acid, which is then further decom­ 
posed into ciunamene aud carbonic anhy­ 
dride. 
It is reported in the Nature that Baron 
Norienskjoid, having inspected the royal 
mail steamer Sophia, which the Govern­ 
ment has asked the Swedish Parliament to 
lend for his expedition to Greenland, finds 
that the vessel is not of snfficient burden, 
although suitable in every other respect. 
He has therefore decided that a vessel shall 
be dispatched from Danmark and the nec­ 
essary requisites deposited in depots to be 
established along the coast. 
The Grocers’ Company, with the object 
of encouraging original research in sanitary 
Bcience, have established three Research 
Scholarships of the "alue £250 a year, and 
offer a Discovery Prize of £1,000, to be 
given once in every four years. The com­ 
pany propose to appoint to two of the 
scholarships in May next and one in the 
corresponding month of 1S84. The sub­ 
ject for the first Discovery Prize will be 
announced next May, and the period of in­ 
vestigation will extend to December 31, 
1S8G.

COMMUNISM AND WuAT 
QUER IT. 
MUST 
CON- 


Communistic legislation is that, the ten­ 
dency of which is to ignore the right of p ri­ 
vate ownership, and assert the right of the 
governing 
power to 
c;ntrol and 
dis­ 
pose of 
the possessions of men. 
Now, 
there 
is 
one thing 
that no party, 
much less 
the Republican 
party, can 
afford to do, and that is to encourage the 
tendency toward communistic legislation. 
I t oannot afford to bid for the communistic 
vote of the country. 
I t must represent the 
conservative American element. 
The Re­ 
publican party cannot afford, and it must 
be so understood from this time forth, to 
conciliate the communistic sentiment, or to 
manifest any fear of it. 
It must be met as 
a 
foe to 
be conquered, not 
as one 
worthy of its mettle, but as an ob­ 
stacle in the path, to be swept aside 
with other loathsome thingB. 
It must 
not be permitted for a moment to hinder 
tbe party of American ideas and princi­ 
ples in its march forward to the highest 
possibilities of the Nation. 
The Republi­ 
can party must make clear that its teach­ 
ings are those demonstrating that it is 
a 
moral 
virtue to 
submit 
to 
the 
ordinances 
of 
man 
set 
np 
in 
a 
■right 
form 
of 
governm ent; 
that 
the majesty of the civil authority m ast be 
maintained, for that " is found in the 
rational dignity of humanity itself, where 
mankind stand together in a collective 
capacity.” 
The Republican party in all its aims 
recognizes 
that tbe 
ultimate rule 
of 
all action must be found in the desire 
to promote happiness, and this is manifest 
in its fullness in furtherance of 
the 
broadest personal liberty consistent with 
the maintenance of the rights, interests 
and security of men and their property, in 
their collective capacity in government. 
Opposed to this is the vicious tendency of 
the communistic Bpirit, which is often most 
cunningly disguised in sophistical argu­ 
mentation by sopposed modern political 
economists. 
These are they who claim 
that there is no individual ownership, but 
only the permission to use, and who oppose 
the doctrine so concisely stated by Bishop 
O'Connor in a recent consideration of the 
subject, that the power of communities is 
invoked to protect each individual member 
in what he has justly acquired, and this 
individual ownership has been established 
in accordance with reason and the law of 
nature. 
“ Society did not introduce indi­ 
vidual ownership and it cannot destroy it. 
I t had its origin in the needs of human na­ 
ture ; it has been sanctioned and upheld in 
all times ; it is founded in natural justice 
and is indispensable to the well-being of 
society.” 
The communistic spirit is to be 
met and crushed that opposes the natural 
right of man to his own property and its 
control, a right as clear and well defined as 
his right to the product of his own thonght, 
or the right to enjoy, and which latter can­ 
not exist except it is accompanied by the 
right of control. 
I t is not vain to consider the sub­ 
ject, for that 
the communistic 
spirit 
has gained a foothold in this country is 
true, and that not a few are unconsciously 
led by it is slio true, and the crashing 
ont of the one and tbe correction of the 
other mast be the mission of the party 


th at is coupled with the highest hopes and 
possibilities of the nation. 
And it is here 
to be noted that, blind to the inevitable re­ 
sults of such a policy, the Democratic 
leaders are shaping their coarse to bid for 
the support of the communistic sentiment. 
This was manifest not later than yester­ 
day in 
the 
organ of 
the 
party— 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner—in res­ 
onant 
platitudes, 
of 
which demagogy 
never 
tires. 
I t professes 
to 
see in 
the natural development of tbe transpor­ 
tation industry, for instance, which is the 
largest employer, the most snccessfnl de­ 
veloper, and tbe most economic agent for 
the right adjustm ent of commercial rela 
tions between the various sections of the 
conntry, an enemy to the material inter­ 
ests of the people and their liberties. 
In 
this it is insincere, for none better know 
than the Examiner the conservative infill 
ence of every agency that binds the Union 
together, and more than all else, aids in 
the development of the resources of the 
whole country. 
There is no reason except blind envy and 
the hate of the indolent for the existence of 
any communistic spirit in America. 
It is 
the land of the broadest opportunities and 
liberties in the world, and no theoretical 
condition can be presented that will sur­ 
pass it. 
W e are told by the telegraph that 
the political economist, Professor Winchell, 
is out in a new essay predicting an early 
and bloody revolution. 
He bases his judg­ 
ment on the belief th at communistic doc­ 
trines have taken deep root in this country, 
and that no legislation can reach tbe source 
of the evil. 
On the contrary, he finds its 
expression in the Legislature of the first 
State in the Union, where red-monthed 
communism from the beginning of the ses­ 
sion has been raiding upon capital. 
Pro­ 
fessor Winchell, we think, judges of sur­ 
face manifestations too gravely. 
That a 
great number of our couutrymen have been 
led to espouse doctrines, from misappre­ 
hensions of 
their logical conseqnences, 
and which they do not comprehend, 
is 
true. 
Bishop 
O'Connor, 
whom 
we 
have 
already 
qnoted, 
holds 
in 
his essay to a different view from that 
taken by Professor Winchell. 
He believes 
that there is no danger, at leaBt for long 
years to come, that commnnism will be­ 
come generally popular in this country, 
much less that it will change or seriously 
affect its institutions. 
Nevertheless, he 
believes there are very grave dangers to be 
apprehended from communism 
in 
the 
United States, 
W e believe that when the full infamy of 
the teachings of communism are exposed, 
and its real nature is laid bare, such peo­ 
ple as have unwittingly accorded its sophis­ 
tries sympathy will turn from them in 
horror. 
To this duty of exposure and an­ 
tagonism the Republican party is bound 
by its intelligence, inherent conservatism, 
and the very nature of its constitution. 
Communism, nihilism, socialism, as re­ 
vealed to the thinking 
American, are 
appalling as being synonymous with assas­ 
sination and all foul crimes. 
I t makes no 
difference that in Russia the Nihilists stand 
upon a platform demanding the liberty 
American institutions accord. 
It is not 
the desire always, but the methods em­ 
ployed that are abhorrent to him. 
He re­ 
alizes that all the revolutionists in Europe 
ask we enjoy, and more, and that who­ 
soever lifts his hand to destroy the fabric 
of this republic is an enemy of the best the 
world has given to man, and that which 
answers in the fullest sense to all his needs. 
If there is to burst upon this country a 
storm resulting from the insidious poison 
diffused by the vermin of Europe that has 
swarmed to oor shores, the Republican 
party, inspired by the patriotic sentiments 
and pure resolves that gave it birth, will be 
found the nucleus around which the men 
of the nation will rally to preserve repub­ 
lican institutions. 
I t can, therefore, stand 
in no other light than the present, con­ 
stant and uncompromising foe of commn- 
ni8tic tendencies of every form and nature. 


THE LESSON IT TEACHES. 


Tbe catastrophe of yesterday morning, 
in which the wall of a building on a busi­ 
ness street, without apparent cause, fell 
out, crushed a lower building and killed 
a number of citizens, should not pass with­ 
out its lesson being made valuable to the 
community. 
Here was a building used 
for public assemblies, where several hun­ 
dred people have at different times daring 
the past fifteen years gathered in conven­ 
tions, balls, fairs, lodges, etc., which sud­ 
denly went to pieces, and it developed that 
its west wall, and presnmably the entire 
shell, was not adequate to sustain the 
strain put npon it. 
It is now charged 
also that there has been knowledge for a 
loDg time of the insufficiency of the walls, 
bat the former and present owners deny 
this. 
Certainly they were too slender, 
were unbraced and ill-constructed. In the 
mass of conflicting stories how current thus 
much is trae, that Grand Army Hall was a 
death-trap. 
The rafters piercing its eight 
inch upper walls tended to still more in­ 
crease its insecurity, and the debris, it is 
charged, shows that the cement or mortar 
of the maBonry was not sufficiently te­ 
nacious. 
The investigation to be pro­ 
ceeded with by the Coroner’s jury should 
go to the bottom of all possible inquiry in 
this matter, and be conducted by a jury of 
practieal aud fearless men. 
This, the 
Coroner announces, will be done. I t would 
anBwer the purposes of the law for the jury 
to fiad the cause of the death of the seven 
men to he the falling wall. 
But that will 
not suffice. W hy did the wall fall ? Whose 
fault is it that such an unsafe wall was con­ 
structed ? Who is to blame for permitting 
so insecure a structure to be need for pub­ 
lic assemblies ? Is there need for an official 
inspection of all buildings now stand­ 
ing, and of supervision of all to be con­ 
structed, during the course of erection ? 
To 
the 
latter 
portion of the 
last 
question there can be hut one answer, and 
that in the affirmative. 
To the first por­ 
tion the answer should he affirmative also, 
bat perhaps be confined to examination of 
brick bnildings. 
But we confess to have 
very little faith that anything of this kind 
will be done. 
When Moore’s Opera House 
fell in and bnried a score of victims on 
Second street the whole community was 
np in armB for a month or more, demand­ 
ing frequent periodical official inspection of 
pnblic bnildings, and it was understood 
that it should be done. 
W hen the edge of 
the horror had worn off the matter was 
forgotten. 
The press called attention to 
the 8nbject until it saw th at the authori­ 
ties intended to neglect all the promised 
precautions, and so the m atter dropped. 
Shall that experience be repeated in this 


case ? There are numerous buildings in 
this city occupied by large assemblies at 
times, concerning whioh the aothoritiea are 
not advised as to their strength and do not 
manifest anxiety to be informed. 
This 
journal recently urged the authorities to 
examine the exits of pnblic halls and 
buildings 
snd 
ascertain 
if they 
are 
sufficient, 
and 
if the 
doors 
swing 
outward, 
Beyond a glance at a school- 
honse or two notbiDg has been done. 
There is not a public building in this city 
that is not defective in exits, with a soli­ 
tary exception, Armory Hall. 
W ith that 
exception, too, we believe all the doors 
open inward, save possibly in the case of 
one or two churches. 
But we can name 
one large hall and one large church which 
in case of a panic will prove admirable 
death-traps for andiences. 
In one case the 
doors swing inward, and the approach is 
so steep that a crowd wonld never be able 
to descend safely. In the other, fonr sections 
of the church discharge by two narrow 
exits npon a steep curved descent in a con­ 
fined lobby, which will as certainly be 
blocked np with human bodies as that a 
panic occurs in an audience in the struc­ 
ture. 
There are old brick buildings on onr 
chief Btreets the walls of which may be as 
threatening as those of Army Hall have 
proven death-dealing. 
Neglect becomes a 
crime when warning has been given. 
This 
latest disaster constitutes a warning that 
must not be neglected. 
Let the Trastees 
see to it at once that ordinary precautions 
are taken, that Borne competent man or 
men inspect public buildings, and that the 
exits of all halls, chnrches and school- 
houses be reformed where the need is ap­ 
parent. 


EUROPE. 


says he doee not favor, b u t wiM not oppose, 
the assassination policy. 
A member of the 
Clan-na-Cael tells a New York reporter that 
Lynch, the London informer, tells the truth. 
The Irish societies of New York sdopted 
resolution declaring that while they recog­ 
nized Parnell as a representative Irishman, 
“ we cannot receive him as a representative 
of the only policy that tends to Irish free­ 
dom.” The Irish World, heretofore favor­ 
ing only peaceful agitation, pronounces for 
the dynamite policy. 
In view, therefore, 
of all these facts and the indications that 
the Philadelphia Convention will refuse to 
condemn “ war by explosives,’’ it may be 
accepted that the dynamite schemes have 
largely originated in America and been 
supported by organizations on this side of 
the world, and this fact mast cause ssnsi- 
tive Americans both shame and sorrow. 
These things must give rise to grave con­ 
siderations, and while it is improbable that 
our Government will tike any action in 
the premises under the present treaties, 
which do not include for extradition insti­ 
gators of mnrder, it may be safely assumed 
that the time is not far distant when the 
treaties will be so amended as to make it 
very dangerous in America to render aid to 
foreign assassins. 


NUMISMATIC AL EXTRAVAGANCE 


There is distrust among the powers on 
the continent. 
The unfriendly attitude of 
Italy toward France, on account of the 
lost Nice and Savoy territory and the 
Tunis occupation ; the rumored readiness 
of Germany to engage in war with France ; 
the alliance that has existed between the 
German and Austrian Governments for fonr 
years, and to which Italy has now been 
admitted, notwithstanding the coolness 
between Prince Bismarck and King Hum­ 
bert ; the rumor that Russia standB ready 
to befriend France, if the internal difficul­ 
ties of the latter are seized upon as a pre­ 
text for assault—all speak of a threatening 
condition of affairs in Europe. 
But, after 
all, this threat may be illusive. Defensive 
alliances are not necessarily precursors of 
war. 
Defensive compacts, fragile as they 
are in Europe, are in disconragement of 
the offensive 
attitudes of 
others, and 
often prevent their 
culmination. 
The 
dynamite 
policy 
naturally 
tends 
to 
draw monarchists 
into 
closer 
sym­ 
pathy, 
but 
it 
must 
be 
admitted 
that such unions under Bach circum­ 
stances result in the heel of monarchial 
rule being more firmly 
and irratiably 
planted upon the subject. 
It is in the 
nature of monarchy that it cannot gnard 
against the contingency of assault without 
inviting it by the rigor of the methods em­ 
ployed to prevent it. 
Signor Mancini, of 
the Italian Bureau of Foreign Affairs, has 
officially announced that the defensive tri­ 
partite alliance is intended solely to pre­ 
serve the peace of Eirope. 
This is proba­ 
bly strictly true, but it is also true that 
such alliances are easily broken ; they are 
indeed the creatures of ever impending 
doubt and uncertainty. ThereJiB then, after 
all that may he said, no news from Europe 
to enable Americans to settle upon any 
satisfactory judgment as to the real aims 
and purposes of the parties to the new 
alliance, bat ' there is at least sufficient 
known to show that a common fear will 
prevent any immediate war on the conti­ 
nent, and that whatever other purposes 
may have moved Austria, Germany and 
Italy to lock arms, tbe desire to advance 
republican sentiments, or encourage repub­ 
lican forms of government, was not one of 
them.

Recently a new financial institution, the 
Produce Exchange Bank, was founded in 
New York. 
A call was made for a sub­ 
scription of $1,000,000 to its capital stock. 
Immediately and eagerly $4,000,000 were 
subscribed. 
A is quick and over response 
the New York Evening Post attributes to 
the reduction of taxes on banks, by which 
strong indncements are made to invest­ 
ment of money in banking capital, “ so 
much needed in New York." 
In the past 
ten years bank capital in that city was de­ 
creased $16,000,000, while deposits in­ 
creased $63,000,000. 
This was due to 
overtaxation mainly. It demonstrates bow 
excessive taxation defeats its own ends and 
incites property to flee from all taxation. 
“ W ith the repeal of the national revenue 
taxes,” says our contemporary, “ the $16,­ 
000,000 which had melted away from the 
banking resources of the city and gone 
into other investments ought to be gradu­ 
ally replaced, together with as much more, 
in order that banking capital may keep 
pace with the growth of the city in other 
directions.” 
If the hops of the Post is 
realized, banking in New York will resume 
its former healthful tone, and which is 
found where the proportion between capi. 
tal and deposits is judiciously preserved. 


THE DYNAMITE C JNSPIRACIES. 


It is not to be questioned that there are, 
as the New York Times phrases it, “ many 
Americans, who are not of Irish birth or 
descent, who think that England has not 
even yet retraced the terrible errors whioh 
her best men acknowledge that she has 
made in the past in her treatm ent of Ire 
land.” 
But neither this fact, nor En­ 
gland’s blunders and errors, can temper 
the sense of horror all well-disposed Amer­ 
ican citizens feel at the gradually develop­ 
ing conspiracies by misguided men and 
willful and villainous assassins to wage 
war with dynamite, and to bnry women 
and children in the ruins of falling build­ 
ings. 
No revolution is to be accomplished 
in this wsy. 
It now appears, if the latest 
reports from New York are to be given 
full credit, that the moat, if not all, the 
recent dynamite schemes originated in 
New York city. 
The Sun publishes the 
statements of members of 
associations 
maintained in New York for the very pur­ 
pose of fostering this infamous policy. 
Yonng Lynch, on the stand in Bow street, 
swears that he was a member, and that the 
sole objeot of the society was to make and 
forward infernal machines from America to 
England. A factory of dynamite torpedoes 
and infernal machines, designed for En­ 
gland, has been unearthed in Philadelphia.

the ARMY HALL DISASTER. 


The sentiment inspiring the Bearch for 
antiquities that 
will shed 
light upon 
otherwise 
dim historical 
pages, 
it is 
easy to understand. 
But it is more dif 
ficult to comprehend the enthusiasm th at 
moves the numismatical devotee to "pay 
$400 for a five-cent piece. 
In the flush 
days of California the hardy pioneer ex­ 
perienced a large heartedness that made 
him look npon $400 with contempt. 
Later 
on the same-representative of a singularly 
improvident class has lived in the pinching 
hour, when he would gladly have sacri­ 
ficed the $400 to secure the half-dime, if 
the latter was the only approach to a 
“ square meal.” 
But how about the man 
who bought at the Newlin numismatical 
sale in Philadelphia the other day a five- 
cent piece of the mintage of 1S04, and paid 
for it the snug sum named ? I t is true the 
coin is very rare—so rare that there is not 
one in the cabinet of the Philadelphia 
M in t; 
but as the buyer was not of the 
speculator class, it must be assumed he 
bought the coin from the excess of enthu­ 
siasm he feels in regard to the science of 
coinB and medals. So far as coins illustrate 
history by their impression of images, and 
their superscriptions, the value they have 
when rare, rises superior to that they had 
as circulating mediums ; but one cannot 
but think of all the good the possessor 
of that $400 who paid it for the half-dime 
of 1804, could have done with the money 
in this world of needs. 


A SHARP LESSON IN 
MONARCHY. 


There was an inchoate form of repre­ 
sentative or popular government in the 
Crown 
colony 
Jamaica, but 
thiB 
has 
been, by the wrangling of local politi­ 
cians, obliterated. 
They have just worked 
the removal of Governor Musgrave, and at 
the same time have brought about tbeir 
ear3 something they little anticipated. 
Formerly the people, by representatives, 
had a voice in the Governor’s Council, 
in this probational form of representation, 
and wh'ich with England always precedes 
the experiment 
of 
a 
“ free ” colony. 
Now, 
with 
the 
changes invited 
by 
petty malcontents, the Home Government 
has ordered that any three of the official 
members of the Council may legislate 
without the presence of any of the repre­ 
sentatives of the electors. 
As a conse­ 
quence, representatives will fall into dis­ 
repute ; they will possess no influence in 
the Conncil; the people will find no com­ 
pensation in electing them, and so the mere 
form even will fall into disuse, and the rep­ 
resentative branch of the Council be aban­ 
doned. The representatives brought on the 
new order in attem pting to negative the in­ 
fluence of the Governor and his Conn­ 
cil by refusing to attend and legislate. Tne 
order to legislate without them came, in a 
logical sequence, and the people were sud­ 
denly recalled to a realization of the fact 
that “ the Crown ” means something in an 
English colony, after all. 


SPEEDY 
TRIAL. 


It is altogether probable that Curley, 
one of the convicted Phcenix Park assas­ 
sins, is guilty of complicity in the murder 
of Burke and Lord Cavendish, but the 
haste manifest iu his trial, and the charg­ 
ing of the Court npon matters of fact, 
creates natural surprise here. 
We have 
for years deplored the slow processes of 
our Courts, but the English tribunal in this 
Cnrley case seems to have gone to the other 
extreme. 
Of course until the detailed re­ 
port of the trial comes to hand, and uotil 
the charge of the Court to the jury is read 
in full, it will not do to judge too severely. 
As it now appears, the trial was “ rushed,” 
and the Court was not as impartial as are 
American Courts in murder cases, 
Tt> say 
the least, the Curley trial was marked by 
unnecessary haste, and by a disposition 
tuat history, when it comes to be written, 
will not commend nor consider as in the 
interests of justice. 


A COK8TITVTIONAL crisis impends in Norway. 
It 
is the result of long agitation. In Norway monarchy 
is restrained bj a broadly liberal Constitution. 
It 
was the outgrowth of au attem pt of Denmark to 
retain supremacy. The Danish Prince, for whose 
benefit it was constructed, was forced to retire, but the 
Constitution remains. 
Under it the crown veto is 
effective for bu t three years. 
Thus the representa­ 
tive body can overcome kingly aspiratio. s by per­ 
sistence. 
B ut to amend the Constitution a two. 
thirds vote of the Strothing is necessary, and a 
doubt arises as to the right to override the roya] 
veto of au amendment proposed; hence the pres­ 
ent difficulty and warm contest. 
The business 
claves sustain 
King Oscar, while the working 
classes are republican in spirit and antagonistic to 
the crown. 
A resolution or law compelling attend­ 
ance of the King’s Council in the Strothing bag 
been thrice passed over the veto. The King now 
holds that to be a constitutional chancre, and his 
veto as final. The conflict has become b itte r; hos­ 
tile movements and acts have taken place, and ob­ 
noxious laws have been passed, until tbe Strothing 
has resolved to impeach the Crown Cauncilors, and 
the possibility of a revolution in arms is looked 
squarely in the face. 
If it comes it may be taken as 
probable th at monarchy will go to the wall, unless 
some of the great powers of Europe come to its aid. 


In New York a bill has passed one of tbe bouses 
of the Legislature prohibiting the sale or giving to 
minors, without consent of legal or natural guard­ 
ians, of any of the u dime novel " style of literature. 
Tbe bill should not only become a law, but should 
include the flash illus rated and obscene New York 
pictorials. 


The Los Angeles Times believes “ high license ” 
is to become a State question, and it is on the side 
of the affirmative from the outset, and opposed to 
the deadfalls th at alone resist it. 


The Chicago Time* puts the internal French 
question in a nutshell when it says,14 The French 
Government is afaii of the mob." 


Further Details of the Lamentable Acci­ 
dent of Thursday Night. 
Yesterday morning the Record-Uhion 
g»ve an account—closing at 3 a. M.—of the 
terrible accident of Thursday night, in which 
six persons lost tbeir lives in Smnger Halle 
saloon, a one-story brick boiUling, on the 
north side of K street, batween Fifth and 
Sixth streets. The saloon was kept, as al­ 
ready stated, by Ziegler & Hltzenberger. 
Next to their saloon, on the east, is 


GRAND ARMY HALIg 
A two-story brick bnilding. 
Shortly after 
midnight, while the firemen were extinguish 
iog a slight fire that occurred in the rear part 
of a restaurant directly under the west 
part of the hall, and next to the bsIood, the 
entire npper story wall of the hall fell over 
upon the roof of the saloon, and carrying 
it down to the floor, crushed that in also, and 
the entire ruins fell into the cellar, carrying 
a number of persons among the debris, six 
of whem were killed, a large number being 
more or less injured. 


THE KILLED AND WOUNDED 
Are John Hitzenberger, aged 27; Henry 
Hopfe, in his fortv-fifch year; Henry F. 
Schweitzer, aged 24; J. C. Rademacher, 
about 59; Lawrence Miller, aged 24 ; T. C. 
Brelsford, aged abont 50. The wounded are 
Herbert Bilie, James Lambert, Charles Ev- 
anp, James McNulty, Frank Bragg, L W. 
Lucas, J. WoodbrHge, Joseph Reddy (the 
rumor that tr.e latter is dead is without foun- 
rtatinf ), John Higginf, John Sullivan, George 
L der, John McAllister, William Myerp. In 
additi m a umber if others received slight 
wounds and Lit the pc-ne before their mines 
c >uld be asc -rtained. 
I s is not believed that 
any of the wounded are fatally, though sev­ 
eral are sericuBlv, injured. 
THE STORY Of THE ACCIDENT. 
A great many conflicting stiries as to the 
accident have been circulated. The troth 
appears to be, as »early as can now be ascer­ 
tained, that a cumber of the members of the 
Artillery band of the First Regiment, who 
had been playing at au entertainment, came 
down K street to the saloon, which was quite 
a popular resort for musicians, Hitzenberger, 
one of the proprietors, being a member of the 
band. They left their instruments on the 
billiard table and went on to Second street to 
lunch. On their return they heard, as they 
neared the saloon, the cry of fire. They ran 
to the salooD, and fonnd tbe doors closed, 
Hitzenberger’s partner having locked up and 
gone home. 
Hitzenberger hastily unlocked 
the doors, and some firamen went through to 
ascertain if the fire next door affected or had 
c immunicated to the saloon. In the mean­ 
time others in the rear from the alley broke 
in a rear door of the saloon—probably they 
were firemen. Hitzenberger went back to see 
what was being done® and other people en­ 
tered the saloon, many probably thinking the 
fire was in there, and ocbers from mere curi­ 
osity, as a crowd was now gathering, and the 
streams from the hose were being played into 
the restaurant. 


AT THIS MOMENT, 
And probably not to exceed five minutes after 
tbe arrival of the fire department and not to 
exceed eight or ten minutes after the alarm 
was given, the wall of Army Hall fell in. 
Chief Engineer Sullivan arrived at the fire 
just as one of the engineB got to the scene. 
He went down the alley and gave his orders 
as to the streams in the rear, ran on to Fifth 
street and arnnnd to K and the front of the 
restaurant. 
Iu doing so he had to paBs tbe 
saloon, and seeing it open stepped into the 
door to see if there were any evidences of fire 
there. 
At that instant, and while his foot 
was on tbe threshold, the wall fell and he saw 
the people on the inside swept down by the 
bricks and timbers. 


YOB A TIME 
The cries of the unhappy victims could be 
heard as they moaned in their agony, but 
very soon their voices were s i lied. 
A large 
crowd Boon assembled; the Ch’ef ot Police 
and his officers and Chief Sullivan aud his 
men took charge, and in an incredibly short 
space of time as many men as could possibly 
work to advantage were in the ruins, doing 
their utmost to remove the mass of timbers 
snd brick from the men beneath. This work 
was engaged in by many volunteers, and it is 
worthy of record that no men ever worked 
harder or with greater earnestness than the 
officers of the police and fire departments 
aud the citizens who volunteered. They have 
the consciousness of having exhibited a spirit 
praiseworthy in the highest degree, and that 
is a credit to their manhood and humanity. 
Toward daybreak it became necessary to 


ORDER THE WORKERS 
Out of the ruins, as the walls on either side 
gave signs of weakness, and it was feared 
they might fall in, bnt by this time all the 
wounded had been removed aud were under 
the care of physicians, as related in y-ster 
day’s account, and two of the dead bodies— 
those of Hiizsnberger and Brelsford—had 
been recovered. As soon as possible to secure 
the lumber and men with tools, the side walls 
were shored np, and early yesterday morning 
work was resumed bv gangs of meu, under 
direction of Chief of Police K archer, and 
was continued until all the debris had been 
overhauled and the other four bodies had 
been recovered. 
It is not believed that any 
others are beneath the ruins, as tbe ssarcn 
has been thorough, but of coarse the entire 
mass of timber aud brick will te cast cat as 
speedily, and the certainty of no 
other 
bodies being in the cellar will be established. 
WHAT CAUSED THE ACCIDENT, 
All day yesterday the street in front of the 
place was crowded by people, but only a few 
were permitted to pass the roped- ff section of 
sidewalk aud approach so as to look into tbe 
cellar. The bodies removed to the morgue on 
Fourth street were decently laid out, and all 
day long a stream of people poured through 
the building to look npon the dead. 
One of 
these presented a horrible sight—the body of 
Brelsford—his skull being crushed in and his 
tace mashed into an almost unrecognizable 
mass. 
The one theme for expression yester­ 
day was soeculation as to the cause of ihs ac­ 
cident. It was related by many that au ex­ 
plosion occurred the instant before the wall 
fell, and that it was the cause of its being 
thrown ont. 
Many people aver that they 
heard the explosion. It is evident that there 
was no explosion. 
There are no evidences 
abont Army Hall to show that any force from 
within threw down the wal1. 
Wnat the wit­ 
nesses hesrd was the sound of the wait when 
it struck tha roof, succeeded by the crash, 
when the floor, rei f and wall went thunder­ 
ing down into the callar. Another theory 
was that the wall was heated by the fire in 
the saloon, and that when the hose stream 
was played on the wall it warped, and thus 
threw tne upper wall ont of line. Another 
theory, and the one which is altogether prob­ 
able, aud reoeives the support of those who 
have examined most closely into the matter, 
is that the roof j oists sinking into the walls on 
ei her side were not sbt in deep enough ; 
that they had perhape for a long time been 
drawing out by the settling of one or the 
other of the buildings (tbe walls on both sides 
being parti-walls, aud the saloon proper 
having no distinctive side walh), it being 
simply roofed aud floored in between Army 
Hall on the east snd tbe VVeisel builoiog on 
the 
w est; 
that 
the 
crowd 
in 
the 
saloon 
running 
thrjugh 
shook 
the 
floor 
sufficiently 
to 
deflect 
tbe 
walls 
of 
the Weisel building on 
the 
west, 
and allow the roof timbers to fall down on- 
that side, or enough of them to draw out 
to render the remainder unable to support the 
roof; that in 
this discent the timbers 
acted as powerful levers in the indentions 
they fitted into in the Armory Hall wall, and 
lifted up its upper half and threw it out 
of its perpendicular, and thus it was cast or 
pulled over upon the falling roof. There are 
many evidences that this was the true cause 
of the accident. Tbe Weisel wall on the 
west ib badly shattered and warped, and 
shows plainly that it received a terrible 
shock, while the 


ENTIRE UPPER HALE 
Of A-my Haltw all opposite has gone out, 
trem floor to ceiling, as clean'y as if torn ont 
purposely by workmen. 
It is needless to go 
further back In the history of Grand Army 
Hall than about eight years ago, when it was 
occupied by fonr Tribes of tbe Improved 
Order of Red Men. When they vacated it it 
was tued for a tíme as a social hall, 
t he 
rather Mathew Temperance Society then 
took it, and it was often crowded with men, 
women and children at Sunday night meet­ 
ings. Subsequently it was the headquarter* 


p&ble of comfortably seating about 250 Peo­ 
ple. 
It had a fair-sized stage, with scenery, 
curtains, etc. 
THE DEAD. 
Lawrence Miller, who was killed by the 
falling wall, was bookkeeper for H. G. May 
A Co. By the cry of fire he was drawn from 
his room, near by, and ran to the spot in 
time to enter the saloon and meet his death. 
His mother and brother live near Orland, 
Colusa county. He was unmarried, 
J. C. Rademacher was proprietor of the 
City Hotel baths and barbershop. He leaves 
a wife, two daughters and a son. 
John Hitzenberger was a magician, and 
played the second alto horn in the Artillery 
Band, and was a partner in the saloon. 
He 
was unmarriid 
H enry Hopfe was a carriage painter, hav­ 
ing a shop on Ninth street. 
He was also a 
member of the Artillery Band, and played the 
E H it tuba. 
He leaves a wife and three 
children. Mrs. Schroerer, of K Btreet, be­ 
tween Seventh and Eighth, is his sister. 
Henry Schweitzer was a carpet-heater and 
a member of the Artillery Band, and played 
the first B flat cornet. 
He was unmarried, 
and leaves a widowed mother whom he war 
supporting. 
Mr. Brelsford was a machinist, and unmar­ 
ried. 
Hopfe, Hitzenberger and Schweitzer being 
enlisted men of the First Artillery Regi­ 
ment as musicians. Colonel Sheehan has 
issued orders for a detachment of sixteen 
men from each of the companies of the reg­ 
iment located in this city to attend the funeral 
of the three men and accord them military 
honors. 
It is stated, however, that beyond 
this official recognition, which is in accord­ 
ance 
with 
regulations, 
the 
full 
com 
pañíes of the battalion will appear at 
the funeral 
of tbe dec ased musicians, 
all three of whom will be buried from Turner 
Hall at 2 P M to-morrow. 
Tbe musicians of 
the city will attend the funeral^ in a body. 
Mr. Hopfe was a member of Sacramento 
Lodge, No. 2 I. U. O. F,, which meets at 
1:30 p. M. to-morrow to attend the funeral. 
He wa* also a member of California Lodge, 
N». 1 580, Knights of Honor, and_ was in­ 
sured in it for $2,000. The Lodge will attend 
the funeral. 
Mr. Hitzinberger was a mem­ 
ber of Red Jacket Tribe, Improved Order of 
R ;d Men, which will meet to night to ar­ 
range for attendance at the funeraL 
Mr, 
Rademacher was a member ot Friendship 
Council, Order of Chosen Friends. 
His life 
was insured therein for $1,000. He was a 
member of Union Lodge. F. and A. M., 
whioh will attend the funeral at Masonic 
Hall to-morrow at 3 p. m. Mr. Hitzenberger 
and Mr. Schweitzer were members of the 
Verein Eintracht Association, which is called 
to attend tbeir fnnerai to morrow.

Mrs. Gregory Bold it over two years ago, not 
because she considered it unsafe, bnt because 
she made a handsome profit by the trans­ 
action. The property is insured to cover 
damage with Sweetser & Alsip’s agency. 
Mrs. R. R. Hermosilla owns the bsIoou prop­ 
erty, which was uninsured, and if it had been 
it would not have mattered, as it was not 
harmed by fire; the same applies tn tbe 
building on the west, owned by Chris. Weisei, 
occupied by Wilcox, Powers & Co , aDd in­ 
sured with the Sun Company, A. G. Hoag- 
land, agent. 
It is said that the wall of Army 
Hall was known to be unsafe, but the former 
and pressnt owners deny any such knowledge. 
It was but eight inches thick, and the 
debris appears to establish that the mor­ 
tar was of a poor 
quality. 
A brick 
mason informs us that the wail was under­ 
stood by masons to be unsafe some twelve 
years ago. Another citizen says he was for­ 
bidden to appland at a recent performance in 
the hall because it shook the wall. 
A rumor 
prevailed that only a week ago the tenants 
were notified not to permit dancing in the 
hall, as it was unsafe. Ou tbe other band, 
it is said the hall walls were examined four 
years ago by Chief Eogineer Burnham and 
architect Cooke, and 
prononnced sound. 
There was a general and outspoken sentiment 
among all the people yesterday on the streets 
that there is need of official inspection of 
buildings, and tfiat Army Hall would not 
have stood the test of such examination.

A dispatch received at this 
office last evening from lone City says that 
some forward grain and alfalfa was knocked 
down by the storm, while upland and late- 
sown crops will be improved by it. The 
frosts last week nearly demolished the fruit 
crop in that county. Plums, peaches and 
apricots have been damaged seventy-five p-.r 
cent., and apples fifty per cenf. 
A dispatch 
from Princeton, Colusa ccunty, says that 
there is but little damage from frosts. 
An Orland dispatch says the crops of Colusa 
county are not irjured fifty per cent, by tbe

The plaintiff returned to Sac­ 
ramento on January 2, 1882, and at ones 
made application to the Court to set aside the 
decree of divorce, and to be allowed to answer 
ta the complaint. 
This was granted by the 
Court, and shortly afterward W m. Gee dis­ 
missed the action. 
A t the time Mrs. Gee 
left this city for Indiana sue and her husband 
owned some city real 
estate, oa 
which 
there 
was 
a 
mortgage 
of 
$1,000 
in 
faver 
of 
the 
Sacramento 
Bank. 
Complaiuant farther avers th at Bajd W illiam 
Gee, colluding with Howell Clark, deter­ 
mined and agreed th at said William Gee 
should make default in the payment of the 
interest on his said debt to che Sacremento 
Bank, and thereby cause the Trustees of the 
bank to sell the pr> party, and that at the sale 
said Howell Clark should become the sail 
purchaser of said lot, and should take a con­ 
veyance of the same, b at in trust for W illiam 
Gee. 
This agreement, it is alleged, was car- 
w'*r'i out, the bank selling the property when 
t- e proper time arrived, and Clark being the 
purchaser, paying §1,100, which was a sunn 
much less than the property was worth.

The Charges Made by the Grand Jury 
Substantiated—The Report Adopted 
—Other Proceedings. 


The Bosrd of Supervisors Were in regular 
session yesterday. 
All the membe s present. 
The Committee on Printing and Contracts 
rep 'rted as follows : Contract for groceries, 
to D . Diere-en, H . W inters and S. Dwyer ; 
bread, to G. E K uchler ; gasoline, to Scho­ 
field & Tevia ; pine wood, to M. H anrahan ; 
whiteoak, to W . W. W ade. 
The special committee appointed to investi­ 
gate the charges made by the late Grand 
Ju ry against county officials made a report, 
wh'ch is given in f a ll: 
To the Honorable Board of Supervisors of 
Sacramento C ounty: We, yonr committee 
recently appointed to investigate the chargee 
made by the late Grand Ju ry against the o’d 
Board of Supervisors and other county offi­ 
cers, report as follows: 
F irst—That having done most of the work 
ourselves, in order to avoid expense to the 
county, and none of the committee being 
profesiional bookkeepers, the investigation 
has been necessarily slow in consequence of 
the inexperience of the members in such 
work. 
. 
Second—The committee has had a delicate 
m atter to deal with, in th at part of the offi­ 
cers whose official acts were to be subjected 
to onr investigation are members of the pres­ 
ent Board of Supervisors, and filling other 
county positions, and it is bat natural that 
we should feel reluctance at the idea of possi­ 
bly giving offense to gentlemen with whom 
we are cffi dally and otherwise brought into 
almost daily intercourse. W e have, however, 
resizing onr responsibility and appreciating 
the deep interest the people of this county 
feel in the m atter, endeavored to do onr dnty 
in the premises, and herewith append a state­ 
m ent of facta as we find them, leaving all to 
jndge of onr work and draw their own con­ 
clusions : 
J. W. WILSON, EX-SUPER VISOR. 
We find that Mr. Wilson drew $350 as 
f'hairm an of the Board, without showing on 
his demands th at any extra services had been 
rendered for the same when the Board was 
not in session. 
H e also drew for livery, 
baronche, carriage and buggy hire ahd horse 
f-ed during his four years’ term as Supervisor 
the sum of S488 50, as can be found by the 
several demands on file, the same being 
charged as for the use of the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
. 
P. B. BECKLEY, EX-SUPERVISOB. 
W e find th at Mr. Beckley drew the snm of 
$637 50 as Chairman of the Board, without 
Bhnwirg on his demands that any extra ser­ 
vices were rendered for the same when the 
Board was not in session. 
W e find that he 
alio drew $10 on w arrant No. 1,887 (allowed 
by the Board November 4, 
1880), 
for 
posting election proclamations and distribu­ 
ting registers and election blanks to different 
precincts in the county, at the same time re­ 
ceiving his salary as Supervisor. 
We also 
find th at he drew $30 for distributing election 
proclamations on M ay 8, 1879 (w arrant No. 
816), at the same time drawing salary as Su­ 
pervisor. 
W e also find th at he drew $60 for 
distributing election proclamations and elec­ 
tion blanks on w arrant No. 1,897, allowed 
November 9, 1882. 
W e also find Mr. Beck­ 
ley sold hay to the county and drew $56 on 
w arrants Nos. 1,387i and 22, allowed August 
9, 1879, and January 8, 1879, respectively. 
We also tied th at he drew $85 on warrant 
No. 218, allowed January 21, 1881, for eight 
and one-half days’ work for two men and 
eight horses in plowing on the road, including 
$6 repairs to plow. 
W e also find th at Mr. 
Beckley drew §45 75 on warrant No. 2,081, 
allowed by the Board November 22, 1882, 
for expenses of the Board in visiting A n­ 
drus Island.

790, allowed April 25, 1879, for expenses of 
the Board in visiting bridges.

ceived $25 on claim 3,030, ae per demand- 
book of Board of Supervisors, for distributing 
election proclamations. 
JOHN F. DREMAN, EX-SUPERVISOB. 
W e find th at M r. Drem an received, on war­ 
rant No. 457, allowed by the Board Feb­ 
ruary 20, 1881, the sum of $107 25, 
as 
expenses of the Board to W alnut G rove; 
also $6 for hack hire, to view roads— 
w arrant No. 1,406, allowed Ju ly 6, 1881; 
also $6, expenses to Hicks’ bridge, on war­ 
rant No. 1.811, allowed September 8, 1881; 
algo on w arrant No. 562, allowed in April, 
1882, the snm of $12, for expenses to San 
Francisco, 
N o te —In the m atter of the trip to W al­ 
nut Grove, for which Mr. Drem an drew 
$107 75, we find on investigation th at the 
presence of the Board was asked for by citi­ 
zens of that place, and that, as there was no 
way of reaching there by other conveyance 
at that season of the year, the Board pro­ 
cured a small steamboat, employed a pilot 
and engineer, bought fuel for the trip and 
paid for accommodations for members of the 
Board while at W alnut Grove. 
The bill, 
however, appears extravagant to this com­ 
mittee. 
EDWARD CHRISTY, SUPERVISOR. 
W e find th at Mr. Christy collected $235 20 
in excess < f the amonot allowed by law for 
mileage, said mileage having been drawn 
daring the last four years. 
On w arrant No. 
1,585, allowed September 4, 1879, Mr. Christy 
drew $20 for posting election proclamations 
and distributing tally lists. 
W arrant No, 
827, allowed May 8, 1879, shows th at he 
drew $5 for the delivery of election papers. 
M r. Christy sold to the county a pump for 
§150, and collected $34 86 interest on the 
amount, as per w arrant No. 137, allowed 
January 6, 1882. 
N o te —Mr. Christy, in explaining to the 
committee in regard to the overdrawn mile­ 
age, said th at it had been the caatom of his 
pri d ceesors to draw mileage for 25 miles, 
and he supposed it was right. 


h ic k s’ b rid g es. 
In regard to the repairs on the above­ 
named bridges, we find the following on page 
375 of Book K , minutes of tb6 Board of Su­ 
pervisors : “ In the m atter of repairs to the 
Hicks bridge—On motion of Supervisor Blair, 
this m atter was referred to the Committee on 
Roads and Bridg s and the Chairman, with 
power to act.” 
We do not find any record of 
any other proceeding?, only the allowing of 
the claims of Me?sre. Carle & Oroly, on war­ 
rants Noe. 1 791 and 1,808. for $3 000 and 
$3,322 respectively. 
Tneref.-re we find that 
the repairs to bo made were not advertised 
far bids, and were done without following the 
letter of the law. W e will further state that, 
according to the sworn affidavits of J . H.

In the m atter of digging the drains and 
laj ing the sewer pipe at the County Hospi­ 
tal, we find th at the chain-gang _dug the 
drains, under M r. Tonhey’s direction, with 
M r. Tonhey’s tools. 
Said drains were dug 
through bed-rock th at was very hard. 
M r. 
Touhey employed men to grade the bottom of 
the ditches and lay the pipe, these men being 
D*id common wages by the connty. 
Mr. 
Touhey received $100 for the use of the tools, 
and paid $63 for repairs on said tools.

received $5 per day wages for himself and 
h irse and wagon, which latter were n^cjsssry 
to haul the tools to the repair shops 
H e su­ 
perintended the entire work, and from the 
evidence before this committee th at the 
whole cf said work is well done, we do not 
deem th s cost too great. 


We are of the opinion that the Connty 
Hospital and Farm have been conducted at 
an expense far in excess of what is actually 
necessary in the administration of its affaire. 
As an example, we note the expense of trans­ 
porting the sick to th at institution for the 
year 1882. which amounted to $611. 
We, as 
a part of the present Board of Supervi­ 
sors, realize that after making this statem ent 
it will be expected of as by the people that 
we adopt some measures to curtail expanses 
in that quarter. 
We desire it understood 
th at we accept the responsibility, feeliog con­ 
fident th at at the end of the present year the 
summary of expenses will bear ont the state­ 
ment above made. 


irregularity and extravaoasce. 
W e find that the Sacramento Bank paid 
registered warrants, drawing seven per cent, 
interest, in the year 1882, and cashed the 
B»me ont of the funds of the present year, to 
the amount of $21,410 40. 
We believe that there has been great ex­ 
travagance in the m atter of short-hand re­ 
porting in the Justice d Conrt and Police 
Court, and even in the Superior Conrts.

IN 
PALESTINE. 


S e a u tiio l Scenes In 
O livet S ev er to be 
F o rg o tten . 
. 
A road, or, rather, a rocky path, leading 
to Jericho and to Bethany, past the Garden 
•f Gethsemane and up the western side of 
th e Mount of Olives, with the grim Valley 
of Jehoshaphat yawning like a huge rent 
in the earth caused by an earthquake, 
invited our footsteps. 
This is the path 
which the Scriptures record Jesus to have 
taken, when, on His way to the Temple, 
H e “ sat upon the Mount of Olives over 
against the Temple”—for from that spot 
the whole inclosure of the Haram and the 
Mosque of Omar are spread out like a map 
under the feet of the gazer. 
It was here, 
also, that the description is given of His 
having wept over Jerusalem, and bewailed 
her obduracy, and foreshadowed her fate. 
The vast cemetery of Jehoshaphat—where­ 
in for many centuries the Jews have come 
from all quarters of the earth, and which 
the Jews, the early Christians, and even 
the Turks, all have fixed upon as the spot 
for the Last Judgm ent—first arrested our 
eyes. 
But the solemnity of the prospect 
was saddening, so we turned them away to 
where high into the heavens towered up 
the Mount of Olives, its sloping sideB and 
crest-crowned with olive trees, of which 
there still remains a grove ; their delicate 
bright-green leaves glistening with the co­ 
pious dews of night in the first rays of the 
morning Bun, which had not yet illumined 
the somber valley, with its fiat slabs for 
tombstones. 
The hillside over which this 
pathway winds is bare of vegetation ; the 
rugged rocks strewn over it, and the sleep­ 
ing dead beneath it, alone occupy the soil. 
But the green foliage of the Garden of 
Gethsemaue, over whose wall we look 
down into it, and the gentle waving of the 
olive leaves, relieve this dreary view, and 
we turn our steps as well as our view to­ 
ward those places of verdure as welcome 
as the oasH in the desert. 
This, too, was 
«aid to have been the favorite walk of Da­ 
vid, along which he fled from his rebellious 
son, when he ascended the Mount of Olives 
to take a parting look at the city whence 
Absalom’s revolt had driven him. 
From 
the gate there is a steep descent of a hun­ 
dred yards, which may be dignified with 
the name of a road—but is not one—which 
leads down to where the Brook of Cedrón 
need to be, but where we saw only its dry 
bed. 
Milton, in his Vision, saw 
11 Cedron's brook that fl owed 
Fast by the Oracle of God.-’ 
Just outside of the gate is a Turkish 
burying-place, so most of the images which 
meet the eyes, as well as the recollections 
which crowd on the mind at this spot, are 
«ad. 
The path ascends from the bed of 
Cedrón, winding past Gethsemane to the 
upward slope of the Mount of Olives, 
crowned by a mosque, and near by it a 
small Christian temple—striking emblem of 
Turkish toleration. 
On the edge of the Valley of Cedrón, 
some little distance on our right hand, 
stand two ancient tombs of much preten­ 
sion. 
One with pillars, and a kind of cu­ 
pola, tradition assigns to David’s erring 
sou, Absalom, and so strong in the East is 
the sentiment of abhorrence at filial in­ 
gratitude, that each passer-by throws a 
stone at it, until quite an artificial hill has 
risen beneath it. 
So just on the brink of 
the path along which the agonized father 
fled have moldered the remains of the un- 
dutiful son, whose sin has preserved the 
memory of his name for perpetual execra­ 
tion. 
We did not pause to examine the 
Tomb of the Virgin, wherein the mortal 
remains of the Mother of Jesus were said 
to have been laid ; nor did we even enter 
the Garden of Gethsemane, which was said 
to have witnessed His agony, but breasted 
the steep hill and ascended the Mount of 
Olives, at whose summit, practical walkers 
as we were, my companion and myself 
were compelled to stop to catch our breath, 
then gazed enraptured on the- panoramic 
view spread out beneath us. 
That scene, 
once seen, can never be forgotten by him 
who has once enjoyed the privilege of hav­ 
ing feasted his eyes upon it, nor does it 
ever weary by repetition. 
There are upon 
this hill a few scattered Arab huts, but the 
mosque and a small Greek chapel near it 
were the chief buildings. 
The former is a 
small Btone building, octagonal in shape, 
w ith the usual minarets, and many times 
each day rises from this summit of the 
M ount of Olives the Mussulman declara­ 
tion of faith from the strong lungs of .the 
hoary Imaum who is its guardian. 
The old priest of Islam, doubtless re­ 
garding us as sons of “ Sheitan” in his se­ 
cret soul, was very polite, blandly accept­ 
ing the hachtkish we tendered, and thrust­ 
ing it into his bosom, for in the East money 
lies near the heart, as here, the pocket 
there being in the loose folds of the shirt- 
front. 
He shuffled np before us into the 
minaret, from whence the ontlook wss in­ 
deed “ a thing to dream of, not to tell.” 
Before ascending, however, he knelt down 
and pointed out to us a mark on the stone, 
in the very center of the building, bearing 
a remote resemblance to the outline of a 
human foot, which he gravely assured us 
was the imprint left by the foot of “ Issa” 
(Jesus), when from that spot—according to 
Moslem tradition—He ascended into heav­ 
en. 
For, with the same carious inconsist­ 
ency that induced them to hate and perse­ 
cute the Jew, while acknowledging and 
reverencing his prophets and his law, they 
also revile the Christian, while respecting 
Christ and attaching sanctity to Him. Not 
alone do the Moslems declare Christ, like 
Moses, to have been a messenger (Resoul) 
like their own Mohammed, whom we call 
Prophet, bnt in the Koran, the declaration 
is made that Christ “ was born of a Virgin 
by the Spirit of God,” yet allowing Him 
no divine attributes, which Mohammed, in 
his pure Deism, never even claimed for 
himself, “ There is no Allah but tne one 
.Allah,” being the keystone of the creed. 
The summit is about 3,000 feet above the 
sea, and from it you obtain ope of the 
most impressive views the world affords. I 
have stood on the Alps and looked down 
from the Jungfrau on magnificent pano­ 
ramas of scenery, but the sensation here 
was entirely different, as was the scene. 
On one side you look down upon Jerusa­ 
lem under your feet, and see it all at a 
glance, with its surrounding hills and val­ 
leys. On the other hand stretches between 
you and the Dead Sea the bare, bleak wil­ 
derness of Judea—fit frame for such a mir­ 
ror—shut in to the east by the Mountains 
of Moab, the wavy outline of which Cha­ 
teaubriand eloquently describes as 
“ a 
straight line travel by a tremulous hand.” 
ju st as it really looks. 
Gazing eastward the view is very graBd. 
The dreary desert which intervenes be­ 
tween ó orusalem and the Dead Sea stretch es 
out in its bare desolation, and the metallic 
gleam of the waters of that strange sea, 
not tossing like water, but slowly heaving 
upward like masses of molton metal, ai- 
restr and rivets the eyes. Though actually 
twelve miles in an air-line from the point 
whence we looked, and mnch further by 
the tedious path up and down mountain 
sides on land—yet it scarcely seemed four 
miles distant from where we stood, so 
transparent was the atmosphere through 
which we viewed it. 
Beyond was a green 
fringe, which we were told were the trees 
which shaded the River Jordan. 
Tower­ 
ing up like a rocky wall, dividing old 
Arabia and its wild people from this fron­ 
tier post of old and of modern civilization, 
rise the Monutains of Moab, grim and tree­ 
less, without sign of even vegetable life on 
their hoary heads. 
As has been justly said 
by an eminent Scotch divine, Dr. McLeod, 
“ Standing on Olivet, one fnlly realizes the 
contrast between East and W est, with 
Palestine 
as their connecting bridge.”

H'.RNESS. 


How often does it happen to see farmers 
working their horses to wagons, plows, or 
carts, with harness so ill-fitting, tattered 
and patched that the sight at once illicits 
pity from any human person ? For such 
neglect there is no excuse, as the amount 
of harness necessary for plowing is so small 
that only the most careless and slovenly 
farmer has any exense to offer. 
Wagon 
and cart harness are more elaborate and 
complicated, yet even they are simple 
enough to be manufactured at home, if 
certain portions are purchased at the sad­ 
dlers, such as buckles rings, traces and 
hames. 
Collars best suited to our southern 
climate are made of shucks. 
T.iene are 
easily procured, there being many persons 
in every neighborhood who are very adept 
in making them, and when made to fit, are 
smooth, and with them the shoulders never 
become chafed, and, being so cheap, can be 
replaced as often as necessary. 
Nothing 
betokens 
a 
poor 
improvident farmer 
sooner than slouchy 
harness, 
to say 
nothing 
of 
the damage 
they inflict 
upon their poor dumb drutes. 
When 
an auimal is required to labor, the owner 
should compare his case to theirs. 
For 
instance, how would a man like to follow a 
plow all day with shoes which pinched his 
leet or had a rock in them ? Yet he would 
not suffer any more than the animal with a 
collar too small or a back-baud which 
galled his back, or one trace shorter than 
the other. 
But, unfortunately, there are 
too many who apparently care nothing for 
these details, though in attending to them 
depends in a great degree their success. 
On well-regulated tarms there is attached 
to each barn or stable a harness room, 
where, after being used, the harness is 
carefully hung upon pegs, there to remain 
until wauted ; when a rainy day comes, 
then it is overhauled, mended and oiled. 
By this means they not only last longer, 
but are more comfortable for the horses, 
and are proofs of a thrifty management. 
When 
harness is purchased complete, 
cheapness is not always a wise considera­ 
tion, because a good set of well-tanned 
leather, properly put together, will, in 
careful hands, outlast two or three of the 
flimey-maue one,—[Southern Industries.

It was said once by a writer anxious to 
make oat a case against the pre-Rapbaelite 
school of modern poetry, that one of the 
chief characteristics of Rossetti’s verse was 
its sensuality, and certain quotations were 
given to prove this. 
Time has effectually 
disposed of that charge, and the misrepre 
sentations on which it was founded have 
been adequately confuted ; but it has hardly 
been sufficiently noticed, that the real 
ground of the accusation is due to the fact 
of the poet-painter being unable to dissev­ 
er his pictorial from his poetic faculty. He 
habitually thought (if such an expression 
is allowable) in terms of painting. 
He 
could not dissever his most purely intellect­ 
ual ideas from color and form, and it is the 
intrusion of these physical facts into his po­ 
etry in places where they are unexpected 
and unnecessary that gives to hasty read­ 
ers and superficial critics such a wrong im­ 
pression. 
And in the same way as he 
charges a poem with more color and form 
than it can well bear with reference to its 
special subject, so does he charge his pict­ 
ure with a weight of idea which their form 
and color scarcely realize, and in both he 
calls upon the spectator to be at once the 
witnets and the interpreter of his work. 
From this there results in his poetry the 
following effect: that he is at his finest 
when he has to tell some plain story, or ex­ 
emplify some comparatively simple thought, 
the insertion into which of physical fac s 
will highten the meaning rather than jar 
upon i t ; or in verses that treat intellectual 
ideas from a purely sensuous basis, such, 
for instance, as in those sonnets which are 
concerned with the passion of love. When, 
however, he seeks to treat either a purely 
intellectual or a purely spiritual subject he 
fails almost inevitably, and that apparently 
in painting as well as in poetry. 
Like An­ 
taeus, if he is held off the earth too long, 
his strength fails him. 
It is this painter­ 
like quality which makes his verse so puz­ 
zling, for in ideas it is almost without ex­ 
ception of a singularly pure and intellect­ 
ual character. 
Turn from his verse to his 
painting, and the same curious contradic­ 
tion is forced upon our attention. 
We find 
continually in his pictures, where the paint­ 
er’s individuality is moat manifest, that the 
reproduction of the sensuous part of his 
subject is, so to Bpeak, interfered with by 
the 
strange 
half-refining, half-abstract 
quality of bis intellect. 
This is especially 
evident in its treatment of the form of the 
human body, in whioh be has two meth­ 
ods, both adapted to the same end, or 
rather, perhaps, both unconsciously tending 
to the same end. 
One is to leave out as 
much as possible all detailed drawing, to 
suffuse the whole body in a mist of color, 
in wh ich no modeling of flesh or structure 
of bone is clearly visible. The other meth­ 
od is to accentuate those portions of the 
body or the features which best help to 
express emotion, and so to use and arrange 
them as to produce a definite emotional 
idea. 
Tiie long necks in which so many of 
his female figures rejoice, the slender hands 
with fingers turning round one another, the 
heavy curved lips, and all the other physi­ 
cal peculiarities to be traced in his works, 
are all due to the passionately sensuous, but 
equally passionately intellectual, nature of 
Rossetti; they are the record of a man 
whose sense of beauty was always being 
disturbed by his sense of feeling.—[Con- 
temporary Review.

The open season for doves begins on the 
1st of Jane—a most inhuman, heartless 
revision of the law, bronght about by a 
restless greed and disregard for the laws of 
nature. 
From the 15th of May to the loth 
of July is the principal breeding time for 
doves. 
Beginning May the 15th, the first 
broodB are just hatched about the 1st of 
June. 
No law could have been enacted 
which would more effectually effect their 
extermination than the killing of the pa­ 
rent bird at that time. 
The farmers have 
no better friend than the dove to help keep 
down the weeds by the vast amount of 
this variety of seeds devoured by them. 
And it is to their interest to protect the 
doves as fully as possible. It is to be hoped 
that every farmer upon whose grounds 
thoao 
b ird s 
may 
abound 
will post 
notices prohibiting shooting upon them 
until Augnst 1st. 
This is not only human, 
but also in the interest of every farmer. 


The announcement of the international 
gun trial, to be held in New York in No­ 
vember, at this early day seems to have 
been governed by good judgment. 
There 
are many who object, however, to giving 
manufacturers time to build guns especially 
for trial. 
I t is difficult to see any grounds 
for such objections. 
If Messrs. Parker or

is no nnfairneBS in giving them the oppor­ 
tunity. 
There is no obstacle in the way of 
our sportsmen obtaining a gun of exact 
standard and superiority of construction 
and penetration if he so desires.

Let the trial of them 
be a separate aod distinct one. Purchasers 
will then know how to choose in making a 
parchase, whether from the Bhelves of a 
dealer or l>y order, to be bnilt to a like 
standard of action or execution as shown in 
the trials.

Round the base of this mountain were dis­ 
posed a number of ornaments of fresh rice 
straw, plaited into the forms of the storkB 
and tortoises, emblematic of longevity, or 
the pine, bamboo and plum, of perpetual 
bloom, while into the loops of the plaits 
were thrust pieces of dried bonito, a favor­ 
ite accompaniment of wedding presents, its 
name (kaisa-wo-tmshi) being a homonym for 
the three Chinese characters signifying vic- 
torions, manly and brave.—[Japan Weekly 
Mail.

A N e w T h e o r y A b o u t F o o d .—A Ger­ 
man physician maintains that both the 
vegetarians and the meat eaters are on the 
wrong track. 
Vegetables are not more 
wholesome than meat nor meat than vege­ 
tables, and nothing is gained by consuming 
a pound of both. W hatever nutritive qual­ 
ities they may possess, he says, are de­ 
stroyed in a great measure, and often, by 
the process of cooking. 
All food should be 
eaten raw. 
If this practice were adopted 
there would be little or no illneka among 
human beiDgs. 
They would live their 
apportioned time and simply fade away, 
like animals in a wild state, from old age. 
Let those affected with gout, rheumatism 
and indigestion try for a time the effect of 
a simple, uncooked diet, such as oysters 
and fruit for instance, and they will find 
all medicine unnecessary and such a rapid 
improvement of their health that they will 
forswear all cooked articles of food at once 
and forever. 
Intemperance would also, it 
is urged, no longer be the curse of civilized 
communities. 
The yearning for drink is 
caused by the unnatural abstraction from 
what are termed “ solids u of the aqueous 
element they contain—uncooked beef, for 
example, containing from 70 to 80 per 
cent., and some vegetables even a larger 
proportion of water. 
There would be less 
thirst, and consequently less desire to 
drink, if our food were consumed iu its 
natural Btate without first being subjected 
to the action of fire.
